Annapolis, Md., Nov. 13.— 
Georgetown met the Navy and was 
beaten back. In the figures, 10 to 
unfolded the story of how 
the Midshipman eleven, foundering 
on the reefs of a bristling George- 
town line, turned to the air as its 
savior, and was rewarded with vic- 
tory as the game neared its end. | 

Twenty-two thousand persons at 
Farragut field saw how George- 
town’s lead dwindled, how Navy’s 
repeated efforts to pierce the line of 
the Blue and Gray eleven from 
Washington went for naught, how 
the forward pass and the drop-kick 
were called into play by the Mid- 
shipmen as defeat loomed with the 
rassing minutes, how George- 
town’s lone vulnerable point, its 
aerial defensive, provided Navy 
with its chance for victory, and 
how Navy pounced upon the offer- 
ing that was so apparent. 

Georgetown was outscored but 
not outplayed—but the Navy won 
the game. The Navy came back 
after being ‘faced with the possi- | 
bility of joining the long list of 
those teams “that had figured to 
win.’’ Navy had figured to win, 
but the 1,500 midshipment in the | 
stands and the other partisans of | 
the Navy team ameng the 22,000 
in attendance, we.e not reassured 
as Georgetown tcbk the play from 
Navy’s hands aud scored the first 
touchdown.

Tom Hamilton, a Midshipman 
from Columbus, Ohio, won the game 
for the Navy. With the score tied 
at 7-7 and the fourth quarter well 
toward its end, Hamilton was called 
upon in preference to another at- 
tempt at the Georgetown line. He 
dropped back in the center of the 
field to 18 yards from the goal line 
and booted the fleld goal that rep- 
resented the margin of victory. 

Lou Little, Georgetown’s coach, 
produced an unheralded star for 
Navy’s benefit—or discomforture. 
fe was Bob Nork, chunky little full- 
back, whose forward passing hither- 
to had been regarded as his great- 
est value to the team. But today, 
he was the dazzling ball carrier. He 
crashed the line of scrimmage, 
shifted with his interference, and 
out-guessed the Navy secondary de- 
fense to break loose for extended 
gains. 

Nork scored Georgetown’s lone 
touchdown. He scored it in a man- 
ner that brought Navy to the reali- 
zation that here was a man to be 
watched. With the ball on Navy’s 
10-yard line, Nork ‘was called upon 
for the next offensive thrust. He 
received the pass from center, and 
crouching low, pointed for a dash 
through tackle. Navy men were 
there, and Nork, thinking quickly, 
changed his course. He raced fey 
toward left end, cut in quickly be- 
hind hastily-formed interference 
and crossed the goal line untouched 
by a Navy hand. 

That was not Georgetown’s only 
offensive threat. For the greater 
portion of the contest, Navy was 
bent only on repulsing, the fury of 
Georgetown’s rushes. 


Shapley in Long Run, 
Navy, the team that had defeated 


routed numerous other opponents, 
was taken back by the sheer power 
of Gvorgetown’'s play. First downs 
were not numerous, nor did George- 
town engineer long marches down 
the field, nor did Navy. But George- 
town followed the ball to every ad- 
vantage. The Hilltoppers recov- 
ered fumbles, were down under 
punts and pressed Navy for every 
yard except for the moments when 
Navy's decisive passing game assert- 
ed itself. 

Alan Shapley, Navy’s recognized 
star, who had taken little part in 


the Midshipmen’s gridiron contests 
this season, was the medium by 
which Navy tied the score in the 
third quarter. He was on the re- 
ceiving end of a long pass from 
Hamilton with the ball on George- 
town’s 40-yard line, and he ran 30 
yards to a touchdown.

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JUGOSLAVIA INDIGNANT; 
WAR WITH ITALY 15 SEEN 


Persecution of Minorities Is 
Alleged; Fiery Speeches in 
Belgrade Parliament. 


MAY APPEAL TO LEAGUE 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Belgrade, Nov. 13.—Jugoslavia 
hasemmade repeated efforts to patch 
up some sort of friendship with 
Italy, as postwar complications 
have led to a strained situation be- 
tween the two countries, often 
threatening war. 
Since the last assault on Premier 
Mussolini, however, the Italians are 
accused here of tyrannizing and op- 
pressing the Serb: minorities in a 
manner hitherto unknown, culmi- 
nating in the arrest and imprison- 
ment of Signor Wilfan, a member 
of the Italian parliament. 

A wave of indignation and excite- 
ment has swept over Belgrade, and 
all Jugoslavia at the unprecedent- 
ed act. Interpellations were made 
today in parliament, when the oppo- 
sition demanded that the govern- 
ment take vigorous steps to free 
Signor Walfan. The Jugoslavian 
government, however, is doing its 
best to allay the conflict, fearing a 
serious protest may disturb the re- 
lations with Italy, and has refused 
to take any steps. 

The Italian government and 
fascists were violently attacked in 
parliament. One member called 
Italy the greatest enemy of pace 
and an international provoker. The 
speech, made in parliament my M. 
Radich yesterday, can not improve 
the relations between the two coun- 
tries.

END OF BRITIOH STRIKE 
0 DEFEAT FOR MINERS 


Delegates esimnineie That 
Men Accept Terms of 
the Government. 


ALL MAIN CLAIMS LOST 


London, Nov. 13 (By A. P.).— 
To all intents the long coal stop- 
page, which dislocated half the 
country’s industries and is estimat- 
ed to have cost the nation $1,500,- 
000,000, has ended with defeat of 
every important claim for which 
the miners fought so tenaciously. 

It may still be a week or more 
before there is a general resump- 
tion of work, but the termination 
of the strife came today when the 
miners’ delegate conference recom- 
mended that the miners accept the 
government’s peace proposal. The 
card vote of the delegates was 
432,000 in favor of recommending 
that the districts accept the ternis, 
and 362,000 against the proposal. 

That the miners, who vote by 
districts, not by ballot, will accept 
the recommendation is regarded as 
a foregone conclusion. 

The settlement is described by 
nobody as a negotiated peace. «It 
is peace virtually imposed by the 
government, and was accepted only 
after bitter opposition by a minor- 
ity of the Welsh miners and in the 
face of a probable stampede of the 
men back to work had it been re- 
jected. 

The royal coal commission’s re- 
port, which figured so largely in 
the earlier negotiations, is disre- 
garded. The owners gained most 


of their points for the settlement, 
which means longer hours and de- 
creased wages for the men and 
complete disappearance of the 
national principle in arranging the 
conditions of work.

Somerville, N. J., Nov. 13 (By A,

The widow of the slain rector sat

The 
other said, “I can’t‘falk to you any 
more in the presence of Mrs. Hall 
or Jim.”’ 

The letters were introduced by 
the prosecution as having been 
found with a diary said to have 
been that of Mr. Hall, discovered in 
Mrs. Mills’ home after her death. 
They were printed, in part, in 1922, 
James Mills, the husband of the 
slain woman and the “‘Jim’’ of the 
letter having testified that he was 
paid $500 by a New York newspa- 
per for the publication rights. 

The letters were signed, for the 
most part, “D. L. T.,” but some 
were read as bearing the name of 
che minister.

“Down with Roumanian terror- 
ism,”’ ‘‘down with Queen Marie, op- 
pressor of Bukovina and Bessa- 
rabia,’’ and ‘2,500 political prison- 
ers rot in Roumanian jails,’’ were 
among the inscriptions which the 
communists waved aloft. 


No Indication She Saw Them. 


The queen, sheltered from a dis- 
mal rain by her enclosed car, gave 
no indication if she was aware of 
the denunciation, and proceeded to 
the city hall where she was present- 
ed to Mayor Dever and the city 
council who gave her the keys to 
the city. 

As she left the city hall by one 
exit, the bedraggled pbatallion of 
communists, which Rad marched in 
cisarray up side streets 'to the build- 
ing, stormed another door and 
carried their banners into the muni- 
cipal building, only to find that the 
turget of their barbs had gone.

Within another hour she was 
dressed for a small dinner given in 
her honor at the Drake hotel by 
the welcoming committee, and at 
10 o’clock she was escorted to the 
hotel dining room, where a thou- 
sand reception guests greeted her. 
An hour and a half was allotted to 
her to meet her welcomers, and 
it was after midnight when the buf- 
fet supper was served and the queen 
closed a day which began sixteen 
hours before with the departure 
from St. Louis.

It 
took 12,000 Georgetown followers 
from Washington in wintry holi- 
day dress, a blue-uniformed, gold- 
braided contingent from naval of- 
ficialdom, about 2,000 white-capped 
midshipmen, and here and there it 
got another 10,000 men and wom- 
en and placed them in a huge sau- 
cer, the. shape of an oval, and 
stirred well. 

This, capped with -a cerulean 
sky and banked on the one side by 
stately buildings in stone masonry, 
green roofed and slate covered, 
and on the other by the Severn 
river and weeping willow trees, 
gave it much of the color that goes 
with the Army-Navy game. 

Secretary of the Navy Wilbur 
and Assistant Secretary Robinson 
had planned to be present, but 
their places were filled by Admiral 
E. W. Eberle, chief of naval oper- 
ations, and Mrs. Eberle, and Ad- 
miral Shoemaker, chief of naval 
communications, with a party of 
friends. They were guests of Rear 
Admiral L. M. Nulton, superinten- 
dent of the Naval Academy.

Sothing has been more firmly es- | 
tablished in the minds of some of |

It was planned, according to the 
plaintiffs, to bury Reed yesterday 
(at 3 p. m. in the plot inherited by 
| the Cissell family from Maj. Whit- 
| ney. 

According to the bill filed for the 
plaintiffs by Attorneys Dickey and

6,234 HAVE BRILLIANT 
MINDS, STATES REPORT 


Half of Total Enrollment 
Above or Below Aver- 
age Capacity. 


One hundred and _ twenty-five 
children with an intelligence of 
from 41 to 86 per cent greater than 
the average for their years, were 
found among 21,188 elementary 
school children given the Binet test 
in the District schools last year. 

This was revealed by Superin- 
tendent of Schools Ballou in the 
seventh ‘section of his annual re- 
port, released yesterday, which in- 
cluded the annual report of Miss 
Jessie La Salle, assistant superin- 
tendent of schools, in charge of the 
department of educational research 
for the white schools. 

Miss La Salle’s tabulation of the 
results of the Binet test for the 21,- 
188 pupils showed that in addition 
to the 125 geniuses, there were 
6,234 brilHant pupils from 11 to 40 
per cent above the average intelli- 
gence for their age; 10,133 of aver- 
age intelligence, 3,714 ‘‘dullards,”’ 
975 ‘“‘typical,’’ of from 51 to 75 
per cent of average intelligence, 
and 7 ‘‘noneducable’’ pupils below 
50 per cent of average intelligence. 


Study Adjustments Needed. 


The score in the Binet tests repre- 
sents the difference between the age 
of the child and its mental agé, the 
average child being rated at 100 
per cent. Thus a 10-year-old child 
with a mental age of 15 years is 
rated a genius with a score of 150 
per cent, and conversely a 15-year- 
old child with an intelligence of 10 
years is rated at two-thirds of nor- 
mal intelligence witl? a score of 66 
plus per cent. 

There still remain 14,869 ele- 
mentary school pupils to be tested, 
but on the basis of results already 
~btained, Miss LaSalle said: 

“We safely can assume Washing- 
ton public schools have a range of 
intelligence from 50 to 186 I. Q., 
distributed in groups as follows: 
212, zeniuses; 10.610 brilliant; 17,- 
245, average; 6,320 dullards; 1,658 
a typical, and 12 noneducable pu- 
pils.’ I. Q. means _ inteiligence 
quotient, which is the ratio between 
chronological and mental age. 

The foregoing figures show more 
than half of all the elementary 
schoo! pupils fall either in groups 
above or below the rerage and 
therefore need curriculum 
ments. 


Little Trouble With Average. 


“The public schools have been 
having littie trouble with the 
academic success of the average 
child in the elementary schools,”’ 
Miss LaSalle said. “The problems 
lie with the groups above and below 
the average. According to this, 
therefore, (the above figures) 19,- 
822 above average children and 
7,978 below average pupils need 
curriculum adjustments——a total of 
18,800 or more than half the 
elementary school enroliment.”’ 

This problem has been met partly 
by organization of special classes 
for those above and below normal 
intelligence. Approximately 500 
children are in 22 dullard opportu- 
nitv classes and 1,000 in 28 accele- 
ration classes for the children who 
can do more than one year’s work 
in one year. As yet only 8 per cent 
of the dullard and 9.4 per cent of 
the brilliant children are having 
-some attempt made to adjust the 
school to their mental capacity by 
means of such group divisions in 
teaching them. 

One of these schools with the spe- 
cial classes with an enrollment of 
700 pupiis, has reduced failures 
from 69 to 28, an approximate re- 
duction of from 10 to 4 per cent. 
This means a saving in re-teaching 
4\-pupils. The report from this 
school was said to be typical of re- 
sults being accomplished in all of 
them. 


Socks Will Be Made 


By Women Prisoners 


San Francisco, Nov. 13 (By A. 
P.).—Socks will be the center of 
a program of industrial activity de- 
signed to keep women prisoners 
busy when the new three-story, 
steam-heated women’s building is 
completed at San Quentin peniten- 
tiary. 

Machines will .be installed on 
which the women will make all the 
socks needed by nearly 3,000 male 
convicts, as well as all the stock- 
ings they themselves need. There 
will also be looms on which the 
women will weave all the blankets 
used at San Quentin.

ON BHINE ARE MADE 
PAUPERS BY FRANC 


Coin That Once Bought Goose 
and Champagne Barely 
Brings a Pretzel. 


OFFICERS NO LONGER 
SEEN IN RESTAURANTS 


French Now. Unprofitable to 
Them, Germans Are Saying 
“Heraus Mit Em.” 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Mayence, Nov. 13.—By the sim- 
plest mathematics it takes at least 
seven unhealthy little French francs 
to weigh the scales against one 
sturdy mark. This cold fact has 
more to do with the current un- 
rest in the Rhineland than the 
idealists either of Paris or Berlin 
dream. 

The French army of occupation 
can hold the bridgeheads and ful- 
aa | the other duties under the 
treaty of Versailles until 1935, un- 
less that much-battered document is 
further mutilated, but armed with 
francs it can not fight the cost of 
living in regenerated Germany. Its 
52,000 soldiers garrisoned at Cob- 
lenz, Mayence and a score of little 
towns in Rhénish Prussia, Rhenish 
Hesse and the Bavarian Palatinate 
are. miserable. With .their few 
francs, they can not go anywhere or 
do anything. 

French prestige has suffered la- 
mentably from this 7-to-1 calcula- 
tion, over which the Rhinelanders do 
a lot of private gloating. They havs 
not forgotten the nightmare years 
of inflation, when the franc looked 
as big as the sun, when, if you could 
get French officers billeted in your 
house you were on Easy street, and 
when the mere presence of the 
armies of occupation shielded the 
Rhineland from the misery under 
which the rest of Germany shivered. 


Gets Everything From France. 


So now the Rhinelander’s natural 
desire to see the invader gone no 
longer is obscured by business in- 
stincts. The Frencn army can not 
buy its produce in the Rhineland. 
It sends to France for everything 
except the feed for the horses and 
a few potatoes.

The few officers and 
Lhoncommissioned officers who are 
wealthy enough to keep their fami- 
lies here buy from the cooperative 
society too. 

“These people have got nothing 
more to give us—heraus mit ’em! 
Their country is bankrupt, let them 
This is the sen- 
timent all along the French zone 
of the Rhineland. All of which 
means that every turn of slow mov- 
ing post-Thoiry negotiations is fol- 
lowed with fervid interest. The 
nationalist agitators from the other 
side of the Rhine find a fertile field 
and there is no longer reason or 
desire to overlook even the slight- 
est incidents in the garrison towns. 


Soldier Desperately Unhappy. 


One of the most pathetic figures 
is the youngster doing his eighteen 
months of forced service. Despite 
the heroic efforts of the army to 
keep him happy, he is desserately 
unhappy in the Rhineland. 

With his few pitifui francs is not 
the chance for an independent ca- 
rousal. Even the most innocent 
amusements are out of his reach 
and he is forced to satisfy all of his 
instincts for pleasure in the black 
walls of the Foyer des Soldats, 
which has inherited the goods and 
spirit of the Y. M. C. A.

Two weeks’ pay for a 
private just buys a balcony seat at 
the movies. 

In a week spent in the Rhineland, 
the correspondents saw not a single 
officer dining in any hotel. He saw 
two non coms making a cup of 
coffee last a long time in a corner 
of the “Holy Ghost’”’ beer hall at 
Mayence, while all the customers 
started at the unwonted sight. And 
the yell that goes up now when it 
is a question of billeting a ‘French 
officer! 

“These people with all aa fine 
ways are papuers,”’ says the Rhine- 
landers.

Doubloons, Bars, Says Cleveland 


Buried by Pirates, 
Be Dug Up.

Cleveland, Nov. 13 (By A. P.).— 
Doubloons, piece of eight, and 
treasures of the Spanish seas lie 
buried on a South American treas- 
ure island, ready for the person 
who is willing to dig for $50,000,- 
000. 

George Finlay Simmons, curator 
of ornothology of the Cleveland 
museum of natural history, said 
upon his return from the island 
that the treasure, taken from the 
Inca Indians, lies undisturbed 
where it was buried a century ago 
by two pirates on the island off the 
coast of Brazil. 

Reminiscent of the days of Capt. 
Kidd, the story of the treasure is 
replete. with lore of roving buc- 
caneers, slashing cutlasses and 
treasure maps. 

One of the hoards, Simmons said, 
amounts to $40,000,000 and was 
buried by a Spanish pirate, Jose 
Santos, who captured a ship laden 
with gold and silver bars, altar vest- 
ments, and candalebras from the 
churches of Lima, Peru. More than 


$8,000,000 more was buried on the 
same. island by an BPnglish pirate 
who styled himself ‘“‘Zulmiro,’’ Sim- 


mons said. Records of this ‘‘prize’’ 
were kept, and were in the posses- 
sion of the Russian quartermaster 
of the ship, until he died in the Far 
East. 

Eight expeditions were made to 
find the treasure between 1800 and 
1892, Simmons said, but most of 
them never reached the desolate 
coast of the island. Those that did 
found landmarks recorded on the 
map wiped out by a landslide. 

“Robert Louis Stevenson used the 
island as the scene of ‘Treasure Is- 
land,’ ’’’ Simmons said, ‘‘but the loot 
found in fiction is still there in real- 
ity.”’ 

Simmons was commander of the 
Blossom, research ship of the Cleve- 
land museum which cruised the 
South seas for two and a half years, 
visited threecontinents and brought 
back specimens for the museum’s 
collection.

ITALY DEMANDS NATIONS 
ADMIT HER PLAGE IN SUN 


| Is Hers by Right, Premier 
Tells Germany. 


Berlin, Nov. & (By A.. P.). 


Italy demands that the other 
powers absolutely acknowledge 
her “requirements in the sun and 
on the earth,’’ if not Italy would 
be obliged to take what is hers by 
right. Premier Mussolini is thus 
quoted in an interview at Rome 
published by the Deutsche Allge- 
meine Zeitung. 

The duce, however, did not be- 
lieve that the others would force 
such an issue. He said to the cor- 
respondent that Italy demanded 
that the other nations practice the 
liberalism they professed also to 
Italy and recognize the fascist form 
of government. Mussolini declared 
that Italy would soon, possibly in 
ten years, catch up with the others 
who were now in the lead. 

With regard to Italo-German 
relations the Italfan premier ex- 
pressed the conviction that noth- 
ing existed that was likely to 
estrange the two nations. 

‘I cannot consider the rights of 
minorities a cause of conflict,’ said 
he, ‘for can counter with the 
rights of the majorities. The Ital- 
ian nation is so homogeneously 
constructed as to differ from most 
other nations.”’’ 

The premier was of the opinion 
that the pending negotiations for 
an arbitration agreement would 
ultimately be succesful and con- 
cluded: ‘I firmly believe in happy 
future German-Italian relations.’’

Millers Are Out. 


Lower prices restricted market- 
ing in the Pacific northwest and lit- 
tle wheat was being offered. sids 
at the close of the week at Port- 
land were $1.35 a bushel for soft 
and Western white wheat. Millers 
‘virtually were out of the market 
and exporters were. only moderate 
buyers. Approximately 45 per cent 
of last year’s crop still is being held 
in the country, according to trade 
reports for the Pacific northwest. 

Unusually large stocks of corn, 
together with a fairly heavy move- 
ment caused further declines 
corn prices. Stocks of corn on farms 
and in the principal trading chan- 
nels November 1 were approximate- 
ly 145,000,000 bushels larger than 
last year The crop, however, ac- 
cording to the November 1 esti- 
mate, is about 211,000,000 bushels 
smaller than last year, making the 
total supply about 65,000,000 
bushels below that of last year, with 
the quality considerably below ay- 
erage. 

It is estimated that about 72.6 
per cent of the crop is of merchant- 
able quality compared with a 10- 
year average of 81.8 per cent. The 
demand for corn was only. mod- 
erate, even for the better grades. 
Receipts of new corn were not large 
but a large percentage contains ex- 
cessive moisture and can be sold 
only at wide discounts under the 
better grades, 


Corn Causes Drop. 


The general] situation in the Kats 
market was not changed materially, 
but the weakness in the corn mar- 
ket caused a slight decline in oats 
prices. 

The rye market declined with 
wheat, but had some independent 
strength as a result of the prospect 
of some increase in the export de- 
mand. The supply of rye of good 
milling quality was limited, and 
mills were active buyers of the 
higher grades.

THE CONSPIRACY AGAINST 
NICARAGUA. 


The action of the Nicaraguan congress 
in electing Adolfo Diaz acting president, 
to fill out the unexpired term of former 
President Solorzano, paves the way for 
immediate recognition of the new gov- 
ernment by the United States and by the 
neighboring governments of Central 
America. 

This outcome is made possible by the 
patriotic act of Gen. Chamorro in step- 
ping aside from the presidency in favor 
of Sebastian Uriza, second “designado,” 
who was thus empowered to call the con- 
gress in extra session for the purpose of 
electing an acting president. The con- 
gress met last week. It consists of 65 
members, of whom 53 were present, and 
Diaz received 42 votes. Thus it is evi- 
dent that he is the free choice of more 
than two-thirds of the Nicaraguan con- 
gress, and no sound objection can be ad- 
vanced against his recognition by the 
United States. 

Gen. Chamorro will probably remain 
in command of the Nicaraguan army, 
which is confronted with a powerful at- 
tempt to subvert free government in 
Nicaragua under the guise of a revolu- 
tion. ‘this conspiracy has its head in 
Mexico, and is operating with the consent 
if not with the aid of the Calles govern- 
ment. Expeditions from both coasts of 
Mexico have landed arms and munitions 
in Nicaragua for the purpose of fastening 
a bolshevist government upon that coun- 
try. The State Department is in posses- 
sion of all the facts concerning these ex- 
peditions. The most formidable attempt 
yet made against Nicaragua is now on 
foot. 

On account of its refusal to recognize 
the Chamorro government the United 
States has been forced to stand at one 
side while a deadly thrust was being 
made at the principle of free government. 
Chamorro has defended the rights of his 
country under the great handicap of non- 
recognition by the United States. His 
cause is the cause of all men in this hemi- 
sphere who believe in the right of the 
people to rule themselves. He deserves 
the strong support of the United States. 
The State Department has taken pains to 
make clear the fact that it was not re- 
fusing recognition on account of Gen. 
Chamorro personally but solely because 
it was persuaded that he had violated the 
terms of the treaty made by the five 
Central American republics frowning 
upon revolutions and coups d’etat. Never- 
theless, its policy has thrown a terrible 
burden upon Chamorro in his struggle 
against the Mexican communists. 

The vote of the Nicaraguan congress 
now demonstrates that the conservative 
party of that country truly represents 
the people, and that Nicaragua will con- 
tinue its struggle to remain a republic. 
The recognition of the United States will 
greatly aid Nicaragua, and it should be 
extended without delay. | 

In the circumstances the State Depart- 
ment should lay bare to the public the 
facts showing the nature and extent of 
the conspiracy operating from Mexico 


against a feeble neighboring country 
which is striving to maintain its inde- 
pendence. 


IN ARLINGTON. 


To judge from the appearance of thou- 
gands of graves in Arlington cemetery 
last Thursday, the Unknown Soldier 
fared much better than his comrades who 
were so unfortunate as to have been rec- 
ognized after giving their lives for the 
country. 

Seven years ago, on November 11, 


, 


1919, the visitor to the hills on the other 
side of the Potomac gazed upon the 
wooden markers which had been placed 
at the heads of so many of those graves. 
The mounds themselves were covered 
with blossoms. Scarcely one was with- 
out a floral tribute from a friend, com- 
rade, or relative. 

Last Thursday, with appropriate cere- 
monies, the grave of the Unknown Sol- 
dier was literally smothered with 
wreaths and designs of many sorts. But 
in the section devoted to those of the 
A. E. F. who fell among the poppies of 
France and Flanders there was a notice- 
able absence of floral remembrances. 
Relatives remembered their dead on that 
“autumn decoration day,” but aside from 
the flowers carried by loved ones scarcely 
a blossom found its way to the resting 
places of the hundreds who left no rela- 
tives in the National Capital. 

Perhaps, after all, in honoring the Un- 
known the nation meant to honor also the 
thousands of the comrades of that sol- 
dier who lie so near him in the sleep that 
knows no waking.

“MISUNDERSTOOD” ABROAD. 


Comment in London and Paris on 
President Coolidge’s Armistice day ad- 
dress superficially indicates that it is a 
hopeless task on the part of the Presi- 
dent to make the position of the United 
States understood. The attitude taken by 
leading newspapers of France and Eng- 
land almost justifies the suspicion that 
debtor nations do not wish to under- 
stand. They have a fixed idea that some- 
how they will be enabled to evade pay- 
ment of their debts to the United States. 
When an authoritative statement such as 
that of President Coolidge jars this fixed 
idea, the spokesmen of overseas public 
opinion do not accept the statement, but 
take refuge in bitter criticism of the 
“materialistic” spirit of the United 
States. Instead of recognizing facts as 
they are, European spokesmen persist in 
presenting their own notions as a set of 
facts. They are deceiving the people of 
France and Britain by arousing false 
hopes of the cancellation of the war 
debts. 

On the question of the world. court, 
foreign press opinion is equally mis- 
taken as to the attitude of the United 
States, but it is doubtful that the states- 
men who direct league of nations policy 
misunderstand American policy. They 
know exactly why the Senate imposed a 
bar against the use of the court by the 
league in questions affecting the United 
States. They have attempted to deceive 
the United States by suggesting a spe- 
cious and misleading formula whereby 
the United States would be placed “on an 
equality with any other nation belonging 
to the council.” The attempt has failed, 
and President Coolidge has given notice 
that unless the Senate’s condition is ac- 
cepted the United States will not com- 
mit itself to the court. 

Equality with any other nation in the 
council is equivalent to making the 
United States subject to the jurisdiction 
of the council. The nations belonging to 
the league have accepted the covenant 
and the authority of the league council. 
The United States does not intend to 
place itself upon such a plane of equality. 
It has stipulated that it shall have no re- 
lation with the league or any obligation 
under the covenant; hence it must also 
stipulate that the league shall not have 
any authority over the court in matters 
affecting the United States. 

The nations directing the league can 
not accept the American condition with- 
out surrendering political powers of un- 
known magnitude, which in the: future 
might be exercised to great advantage to 
themselves in questions affecting the 
United States. Perhaps they speculate 
my possibility of using those pow- 
ers jaf compelling the United States to 
“revise” the war debts and ultimately to 
cancel them. 

A great change has come over Ameri- 
can public opinion since last -winter in 
regard to the world court. It is now 
well understood that the nations control- 
ling the league do not purpose to surren- 
der their power over the court for the 
sake of inducing the United States to 
“join the court.” The fact that the league 
of nations reserves the right to use the 


court for political purposes against the 


United States, if occasion should require, 
is now clearly perceived. Hence opposi- 
tion to American adherence to the court, 
on any terms whatever, has developed in 
all parties. Several senators are ready to 
offer resolutions repealing the world 
court resolution. Probably it will not Le 
necessary for the Senate to rescind the 
resolution, as the failure of foreign na- 
tions to accept the resolution will an- 
swer the same purpose. | 

The President’s Kansas City address 


is an admirable statement of the foreign 
policy of the United States. This policy 
is one of friendship with all nations, 
coupled with the determination to pre- 
serve intact all of America’s rights, in- 
cluding the right to decide for itself 
where its duty lies. It pays its debts and 
expects its debtors’to pay. It will co- 
operate in works of peace and good will, 
but it will not. agree to permit other na- 
tions to make up its mind for it, or com- 
pel it to pursue a course that runs coun- 
ter to the American system of govern- 
ment. America, in short, intends to re- 
main free and independent and to main- 
tain the supremacy of its rights. There 
should be no difficulty abroad in under- 
standing this plain and simple fact. 
When foreign commentators profess to 
misunderstand it they cause Americans 
to doubt their good faith. 


BUSES AND STREET CARS. 


An additional chapter in the story of 
the rivalry between street car and bus in- 
terests has been written by the St. Louis 
board of aldermen. For the last four or 
five years buses and street cars have been 
allowed to compete on the streets of that, 
city with practically no regulation, 
largely because some city officials 
thought such competition would improve 
service and keep down fares. The re- 
sults were quite the opposite, for fares 
increased and service suffered until the 
transportation situation became chaotic. 
Upon insistence by the public that relief 
of some sort be provided, the board set 


out upon an exhaustive survey of urban+ 


transportation in most of the large cities 
of this country and South America, as 
well as in Paris, Berlin and London. The 
survey consumed two years in prepara- 
tion, and has just been made public. 

In -brief the board has found that 
motorbuses will not supersede but will 
supplement street cars; that motorbus 
competition with street railways causes 
wasteful duplication of service; that 
motorbuses can not handle mass trans- 
portation as satisfactorily as the trolley 
car. 

Municipal authorities and traffic ex- 
perts are realizing more and more the 
truth of the statement that in handling 
the movement of large masses of people 
the street car has to be the main depend- 
ence. In Chicago, for instance, whereas 
street cars constitute but 10 per cent of 
the traffic, they carry 74 per cent of the 
traveling public. The 1926 traffic census 
of Baltimore showed that trolleys made 
up 9 per cent of the traffic but moved 68 
per cent of the people. Similar figures 
obtain practically everywhere. 

Apparently the best method of meet- 
ing city transportation needs is by a 
street car system which operates buses 
as feeders. No doubt these points will be 
kept in mind throughout the negotia- 
tions looking toward a merger in the 
Washington field. 


SHAW AND THE NOBEL PRIZE. 


To many people, doubtless, the deci- 
sion of the Swedish academy to award 
the 1925 Nobel prize for. literature to 
George Bernard Shaw will seem an amaz- 
ing one. To the dramatist himself, if 
he is correctly reported, it is “a great 
mystery.” In his further remark, “T sup- 
pose the prize has been given me because 
I wrote nothing at all that year,” there 
may be more than at first sight meets 
the eye. Who knows but that the mem- 
bers of the academy, appalled by the 
mass of literature, or so-called literature, 
that pours continually from the press in 
practically all parts of the world, wish, 
through the medium of this award, to 
express their appreciation of restraint 
and even silence on the part of writers? 
The question, so put, raises an interest- 
ing subject for speculation. If it should 
later appear that Shaw has correctly 
sensed the motive behind the action of 
the academy, one may reasonably expect 
in the future a self-denying ordinance 
on the part of authors as one of the 
surest ways of getting into line for a 
Nobel prize. The reduction in the volume 
of publication—or in the publication of 
volumes, if you will—which would in con- 
sequence ensue, would, of a certainty, 
be a blessed relief, especially for those 
who, whether writers themselves or 
merely readers, try to keep reasonably 
abreast of the books of the day. 

It may, of course, be the case, as 
Shaw’s secretary suggests, that the 
Swedish academy made a mistake in the 
date of the play, “Saint Joan,” which was 
published, not in 1925, but in 1924. Even 
the most learndd bodies do occasionally 
fall into such errors of detail; but one 
hopes that no laxity of this kind is 
properly chargeable to the adjudicators 
whose function it is to confer the Nobel 


prize. Most people would much prefer to |

Shaw himself. 

Those skeptics who have expressed a 
doubt as to Shaw’s acceptance of the 
prize have not a leg to stand on. They 
simply don’t know their man. For all 
his brusqueness, he is by no means in- 
sensible to honors, and the Nobel prize 
is considered the highest honor in the

down as being equivalent to $32,500, and 
despite his quondam and perhaps pres- 
ent socialist leanings, Shaw has always 
shown an acute appreciation of the im- 
portance of money. He has now reached 
the age at which men are usually more 
grasping than they are in youth, for if, 
as some philosophers aver, curiosity is 
the last passion to leave human beings, 
avarice runs it a close second. Any one 
conversant with the old morality plays, 
of which Shaw is so much enamored, 
will have had the absorbing love of 
money developed by old age forcibly im- 
pressed upon his consciousness. | 

The Irishmen have done well in the 
matter of the Nobel literary prize. First 
came Yeats; now comes Shaw. Few will 
cavil at the worthiness of either and 
none at the worthiness of the country 
which produced them. Might one, how- 
ever, suggest to the adjudicators that 
they lift their eyes a little, in order to 
see what likely material they can find 
among the litterateurs who live and move 
and have their being on this side of the 
Atlantic foam? The quest would, no 
doubt, be full of adventure but, conceiv- 
ably, it might not go unrewarded. 


BONDS FOR PARKS, 


The day is not far distant when the 
territory composing the District of 
Columbia will be occupied entirely by 
the city of Washington. With the 
growth of population and the increase 
in dwelling places the small neighbor- 
hood park becomes an absolute necessity 
for human health and happiness. The 
speculative developer of the few remain- 
ing natural areas.of the District has 
found it economically wise to overlook 
the matter of including suitable park 
areas. Even the large parks of the city 
have been encroached upon, and there 
has been no development whatsoever of 


a proper system of large “outer parks.” 
These matters were discussed in an able 
article by Harlean James, executive sec- 
retary of the American Civic association, 
published on this page a few days ago. 
The article went on to point out that 
although the potential danger of these 
oversights is a matter of common knowl- 
edge, lack of funds has made it impossible 
for those interested in preserving the 
beauty of the National Capital to take

Ap- 
parently this plan will be taken to the 
Capitol this winter, and it is to be hoped 
that approval will be forthcoming. 


COST OF STRIKES. 

It is reported that the New York and 
Passaic garment workers’ strike is prac- 
tically settled, and that soon 30,000 idle 
workers in New York city and between 


: 8,000 to 10,000 idle workers in Passaic, 


N. J., will return to work. _ These strikes 


have lasted many months and have 


ruined the bulk of the fall and winter 
trade. | 

Both strikes have cost many millions. 
Both have been attended by violence 
and wholesale arrests. It is reported that 
the loss of wages is more than $20,000,- 
000 and the cost of benefits to the strik- 
ers more than $2,500,000. The loss to 
manufacturers is estimated at more than 
$100,000,000. No matter what the terms 
of settlement are, both sides will win by 
stopping the strike. 

The Homestead strike in 1892 was 
perhaps the bitterest in American his- 
tory, involving a sanguinary battle. The 
Chicago railroad strike of 1894, when 
President Cleveland sent troops to pro-

WORLD TRADE AND WAR. 


The National Trade Council has cal- 
culated the amount of havoc the late war 
Complete fig- 
ures for 1925 from the 70 nations that 
do more than 90 per cent of the world’s 


| export trade show that in 1925, for the 


first time since the war, international ex- 
ports were at par again. 

In 1918 these 70 nations had an ex- 
port trade amounting to about $19,426,- 
000,000: In 1925 the same nations had 
an international trade amounting to 
about $19,950,000,000, after reducing the 
gross $29,970,000,000 to the 1913 dollar 
value. Since 1918, it has taken 12 years 
to increase international trade 244 per 
cent. 

From 1900 to 1913 the average annual 
increase in international trade was about 
614 per cent. Had the period between 
1913 and 1925 experienced this normal 
increase, the world in- 1925 would have 
been doing a foreign trade totaling more 
than $41,500,000,000, based on the dollar 
value of 1913. 

Foreign trade since 1913, based on dol- 
lar values of that year, has been injured 
by the war to the extent of at least $21,- 
550,000,000. At 1925 dollar values the 
injury amounts to more than $210,000,- 
000,000, or ten times the national debt of 
the United States. 

In actual figures, the world foreign 
trade during the last three years has in- 
creased at the rate of 10 per cent each 
year instead of 64 per cent. To make 
up the world loss due to the war, world 
foreign trade must increase at the rate 


| of 10 percent annually for 30 years. The 


United States alone is at least $2,000,- 
000,000 behind the export trade it would 


| have enjoyed had it not been for the 


world war...

Private Autos, Not Buses, Real 
Competitors of Rail Lines, 
A. A. A. Secretary Holds in 
Connection With Move for 
Bus Regulation. 


To the Editor of The Post—Sir: 
I have just seen your editorial of 
yesterday entitled ‘‘Bus vs. Rail 
Transportation,” in which you 
comment upon the recent Interstate 
Commerce Commission investiga- 
tion into motor bus and motor truck 
operation, and the probability of 
the commission recommending regu- 
lation of the motor bus. 


The inference to be drawn from 
the tone of your editorial resolves 
itself into two features: First, that 
the existence of the railroads is 
being threatened by the competi- 
tion of unregulated bus lines and, 
second, that the competition of the 
bus with the railroads is unfair be- 
cause the bus pays no portion of the 
highway maintenance costs while 
the railroads are compelled to main- 
tain their own rights of way at 
great expense. 

As national representatives of 
the motor bus industry may we not 
differ with you and explain why the 
situation could not be as you have 
pictured it? 

Taking the first point, that of 
bus competition with railroads, we 
might refer you to the evidence 
presented’ to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission in its above 
mentioned recent investigation. If 
you read the record of ‘testimony 
vou will find conclusive proof that 
the real competitor of all com- 
mercial transportation agencies to- 
day is the privately owned passen- 
ger car and that the enormous 
losses in passenger traffic and reve- 
nues suffered by the railroads in the 
last ten years occurred, for the most 
part, during a period when the 
registration of privately owned pat 
senger cars was increasing by leaps 
and bounds and before the bus 
came into general use 

For instance, testimony intro- 
duced at the St. Paul hearing 
showed that the number of passen- 
gers carried by all railroads in 
Minnesota ran around 18,000,000 
and 19,000,000 each year in the 
period from 1913 to 1916. Begin- 
ning with the year 1916 the effect 
of the private car began to be felt 
in the rail patronage and each year 
showed a decline with the exception 
of the years 1919 and 1920. In the 
five-year period from 1916 to 1921 
passenger traffic dropped from 18,- 
$24,553 to 13,372,072 passengers. 
This loss could not be attributed to 
the bus, for in the year 1921 there 
were only 72 buses in use. In 1922 
the railroads lost about 2,000,000 
passengers in addition to the 6,000,- 
000 lost in the period just men- 
tioned, while there was an increase 
of only 21 in the number of buses 
operated in the State. In the pe. 
riod 1917 to 1925 the railroads in 
the State of Minnesota lost 9,000,- 
000 passengers in the number car- 
ried annually. All of the bus com- 
panies in the State doing an inter. 
city business will not carry in ex- 
cess of 5,000,000 passengers this 
year. 

Two witnesses at the Portland 
hearing and one at the Los Angeles 
hearing, all bus operators serving 
territory in which no other trans- 
portation utility operates, testified 
that their business had suffered a 
very considerable loss in the past 
five years due to private passenger 
car operation. 

In a statement made while he 
was economist of the United States 


bureau of public roads, Henry R. 
Trumbower, a noted authority, in 
commenting on the loss of passen- 
ger traffic to the railroads, stated 
that the 17,597,702 passenger mo- 
tor vehicles registered in the United 
States‘“during 1925, based upon an 
average capacity of four persons 
per car, represented a total passen. 
ger-carrying capacity of 70,880,808 
persons. If, he said, it was as- 
sumed that each of these passenger 
cars are operated an average of 
5,000 miles a year and that two and 
one-half passengers are the average 
number carried per car, a total 
passenger automobile mileage of 
219,971,272,000 miles is arrived at. 
A conservative estimate of the per- 
centage of this number of miles 
traveled on rural highways would 
be 109,985,636,000 passenger miles. 
miles. 


He stated that In 1925 the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission re- 
ported that the total passenger 
mileage of class 1 railroads 
amounted to 385,963,862,000 pas- 
senger miles. It is therefore safe 
to estimate, he said, that automo-| 
biles of the country carry approxi-| 
mately three times as many pas-)| 
sengers 1 mile over the rural | 
highways as the steam railroads 
carry. 


41,899 passenger cars and coaches, 
with a total capacity of 2,612,066 
passengers. The passenger- -carrying | 
capacity of the automobiles being 
70,390,808, is about 30 times as 
great as that of the steam railroads. 

To quote further from Mr. Trum- 
bower: ‘It may be said that a 
small number of those riding on 
the highways for pleasure or recre- 
ational purposes would travel by 
railroad if automobile transporta- 
tion were denied them. Those 
traveling by buses are mostly all 
engaged in business and almost all 
of these would go by railroad. But 
these are the smallest number of 
persons traveling over the highways 
by automobile. In a Louisiana 
traffic count it was shown that 93 
per cent of the highway passengers 
traveled in privately owned and 
operated automobiles and 7 per 
cent used motor buses. 

With respect to the other mat- 
ter commented on in your editorial, 
that of the advantage the bus en- 
joys in not paying for its right of 


way, we will take for the purpose | 
of conservative estimation a 20- 


passenger bus, pneumatic tires, 9,- 
000 pounds weight, 30-horsepower, 
price, $8,000, with 60,000 miles 
travel annually, $12,000 gross an- 
nual reeeipts, 7,142 gallons annual 
gasoline consumption,and figure out 
what such a vehicle pays in special 
taxes for the use of the road. 

In Maryland a vehicle of the 
above description would pay $1,- 
571.41 a year, including $142.84 
gasoline tax, but excluding personal 
property tax, which is also levied. 
On a mileage basis this would mean 
a cost of 3.14 cents for each bus- 
mile operated. Is it contended that 
any railroad, in its allocation of 
maintenance of road = expense, 
charges 3.14 cents to each pas- 
senger car-mile operated? Includ- 
ing the gasoline tax, but excluding 
personal property tax, the same 
bus, if operated in Connecticut, 
would pay $474.42; in New Hamp- 
shire, $418.24; in West Virginia, 
$916.64; in Kentucky, $484.26; in 
Oregon, $391.26; in Washington, 
$392.84, and in North Carolina, 
$1,005.68. 

There are at the present time 41 
States exercising regulation over 
intrastate passenger common car.- 
riers and in nearly every one of 


these States special fees or taxes in 
addition to or in excess of regular 
license fees are levied upon motor 
buses for the use they make of the 
highways. In a study of eight out of 
the nine States above quoted, the 
U. S. bureau of public roads found 
the average tax to be $671.05 per 
bus, or 4.75 per cent of the assumed 
gross annual receipts of $12,000. 

In closing it is desired to impress 
the fact that the bus operators are 
unanimously in favor of regulation. 
As before indicated, they are in 
their intrastate business now op- 
erating under regulation in 41 
States and it is believed that most 
of the other 7 States will provide 
for bus regulation at their next 
legislative sessions. 

As to interstate regulation, the 
bus operators for the last eighteen 
months,sincethe U.S.SupremeCourt 
declared the State without authority 
to regulate interstate motor vehicle 
operation, have consistently sought 
legislation to remedy the situation 
created by the decisions. They be-

The seller must 
be secured in cases where the sale 
price is represented by payments 
deferred over a term of years. This 
arrangement is accomplished with 
notes secured by formal mortgages. 
In order to be complete and ef- 
fective these papers must be pre- 
pared with utmost care and execut- 
ed in strict accordance with legal 
requirements. All of this is directly 
in line with the service rendered by 
a broker and is of invaluable bene- 
fit to both the purchaser and the 
seller. 


Direct Negotiations Fail. 


Sometimes purchasers laboring 
under the impression that they can 
save money attempt to buy a prop- 
erty direct from the owner who de- 
sires to sell. This is often a mis- 
take for the reason that the pur- 
chaser of real estate needs the same 
degree of protection, advice and 
guidance that a seller requires, and 
this can best be furnished by the 
services of a qualified broker. While 
the seller is parting with his prop- 
erty, the purchaser is parting with 
his cash, and probably executing 
notes for a considerable sum, and 
therefore the two principals are in 
positions of equal importance. Pur- 
chasers generally are unfamiliar 
with the ordinary procedure of buy- 
ing property and have only a limit- 
ed knowledge of market conditions. 
It is therefore a wise course for the 
purchaser to seek the aid of a 
broker. 

A broker has a wide acquaintance 
with properties and knows where 
available properties are located. He 
knows where to find properties that 
offer the most advantages and has 
a practical appreciation of com- 
parative values. This is advan- 
tageous to the purchaser who can 
benefit by the broker’s knowledge 
and experience and frequently the 
purchaser finds properties more 
suitable to his requirements than 
he would be likely to find were he 
depending solely on his own efforts. 
The broker is familiar with the ob- 
ligations one assumes in purchasing 
real estate and knows also the ad- 
vantages and rights that accrue to 
the purchaser. He can forestall and 
overcome difficult situations that 
sometimes arise over questions of 
possession, financing, title and 
other matters. In the negotiation 
that so often is necessary in order 
to bring buyer and seller to an 
agreement the broker acts as a go- 
between and is the instrumentality 
that results in the ultimate consum- 
mation of a deal. Two principals 
attempting negotiations direct are 
frequently unable to agree and fail 
to consummate a deal which might

Declares Day Is Coming When 


All Issues Will Be Govern- 
ment Supervissd. 


While the fundamentals of the 
American building situation are 
sound, there are certain extraneous 
conditions now in existence which, 
unless corrected promptly, might 
conceivably cause serious impair- 
ment in the construction fleld, and, 
in turn, slow down the whole na- 
tional ‘business machine. 

These, in brief, are the views of 
S. W. Straus, president of S. W. 
Straus & Co., who urges not only 
State or Federal supervision of the 
sale of first mortgage real estate 
bonds, but recommends that similar 
control be extended to all forms of 
investment securities not s0 regu- 
lated. 

Since 1921, he points out, gem 
eral business in this country has 
been sustained at a high level and 
business depression has been pre- 
vented largely through our gigantic 
conatruction activities. But wheth- 
er these conditions are now to con- 
tinue depends on the trend of cer- 
tain events in the immediate future. 

“There is a strong national de 
mend for more bntilding,’’ Mr. 
Strats told the American construc- 
tion council’ in Cleveland, a few 
days ago. ‘‘Costs are well stabil- 
ized, rental conditions generahiy 
are satisfactory and the entire in- 
dustry stands on a firm and solld 
foundation.”’

Danger Lies in Criticism. 

‘The dangers from within rest on 
eertain unsound banking practices.

One condition is as great a 
national menace as the other. But

FOR LAX MEMBERS 


Practice of Assessments on 
Nonpayments Fails to 
Accomplish Object. 


CAN NOT FORCE PEOPLE 
TO CONTINUE SAVINGS 


Move Is Fotlowed by Relaxa- 
tion in More Rigid Rules 
Regarding Dues.

In my two previous articles I ex- 
plained the fundamental difference 
betwen the building and loan as- 
sociation (representing the mutual 
class of financial institutions) and 


ie banks and trust companies (rep-} 


esenting the capitalized class of 


enancial institutions) 
I also traced the 


evolution in 


plans of operation of the building | 
beginning | 


and loan association, 


with the terminating type and erd- 
ing with the permanent type and 


gave the advent and failure of the 
national type with an outline of its 
plan of operation. A brief account 
ulso was given of the birth of the 
national and State leagues and the 
reasons that brought them into ex- 
istence and their plans and pur- 
poses. 

Passing now to matters that per- 
tain to the internal workings of the 
association, we find other changes 
still more important and signifi- 
cant. The practice of charging fineg 
for nonpayment of dues of investing 
members gradually and steadily !s 


being abandoned. The associations : 


are coming to realize that this prac- 
tice fails to accomplish the object 
desired. 


Should Be Cultivated. 


The habit of regular additions to 
one’s savings account is indeed one 
to be cultivated, but in practice our 
experience in America has been that 
it is useless to undertake to force 
this habit on people by means of 
fines. Absolute regularity in the 
matter of income or of expenditure 
never has been attained by any indi- 
vidual and we should regard such 
regularity as an {deal toward which 
‘ee ghould strive, rather than as an 
end that we actually can accom- 
plish. 

Along with the abandonment of 
fines has come a relaxation of the 
more rigid rules for stated periodi- 
cal payment of dues. With fines 
abandoned no way remained to é6n- 
force such periodical payments of 
investing members, and as a matter

In practice, it has not been found 
‘that this irregularity of payment

| ity of the receipts continue to be 
| about as uniform under a system of 
| ‘rregular payments as it did under 
4 system of regular payments; for 
| when one man fails to pay as much 
/as his usual amount, another man 
| will pay more, and ‘thus the aggre- 
‘gate is kept fairly uniform. 


Is Passing Away. 
In those features of our business 
| that relate more particularly to the 
borrower there are other important 
‘changes taking place. The practice 
of charging a premium on loans in 
addition to the regular interest is 


going the same way as the fines. 
The ordinary borrower understands 
interest and is willing to pay it, but 
why that interest should be in- 
creased by @& sum known as pre- 
mium is hard for him to. under- 
stand. 

In the early terminating associa- 
tions, where virtually every mem- 
ber wanted to borrow and wher all 
the profits were kept in a common 
fund until the dissolution of the 
association, the payment of pre- 
mium on loans was excusable, but 
that excuse long since has passed 
away and the leading associations 
of our country have set their faces 
against the premium charge. 

The United States League of Lo- 
cal Building and Loan associations 
has gone on record as favoring the 
abandonment oof premiums on 
loans, and we feel that the day is 
not far distant when this item will 
disappear entirely from our busi- 
ness. 

Another marked change that has 
crept into the practice of our Amer- 
ican associations is in the applica- 
tion of the borrowers’ payments. 
Thirty-five years ago the universal 
custom was for the borrower to sub- 
scribe for stock equal to the amount 
of his loan. His payments were 
credited on this stock until the 
shares matured, at which time the 
Bhares paid the debt and both 
stock and loan were canceled. 

Under this plan the borrower 


|/ mismanaged, 


owed the full amount of his debt 
until the last payment was, made, 
and his payments, instead of being 
credited on the principal of his in- 
debtedness really were placed to his 
credit in a sinking fund, and in 
time that sinking fund paid the 
debt. In hundreds of thousands of 
instances the shares of such bor- 
rowers ran their due course, were 
matured properly, the debt was 
paid and the mortgage canceled. 


Nevertheless, it can not be de- 
nied that now and then an ex- 
ceptional case arose in which the 
affairs of the association were 
losses occurred and 
the borrower found his stock ac- 
cumulations swept away, either 
wholly or partly, while the full 
amount of his indebtedness _ re- 
mained against him. 


The enemies of our associations 
were not slow to seize upon these 
exceptional cases and were tireless 
in their efforts to make the public 
believe that such occurrences were 
common. To meet this objection 
and save the borrower from all 
poseibility of loss, the custom has 
grown gradually up to credit the 
borrower’s payments directly on the 
principal of his loan and charge 
him interest only on the balance of 
debt which he actually owes. 


Reduced Each Month. 


In a few associations the borrow- 
er’s debt is reduced each month. 
In others the reduction is made 
quarterly, and in still others it is 
made only at the end of the year, 
but the plan of semiannual reduc- 
tion of principal is the one which 
finds greatest favor among our 
associations. 


The frequency with which ‘the 
princpal shall be reduced is not, 
however, the most important ques- 
tion. The all-important point is 
that the principal should be re. 
duced at stated intervals and the 
borrower placed in a position where 
his stock accumulations can not be 
swept away. It is the borrower who 
provides all the revenue for the as- 
sociation, and he should be pro. 
tected from all possible loss|

Since 
that time we have been subject to 
periodical examination and audit by 
the State banking examiners. 


Volume of Bonds Increases. 


‘““T am convinced that, 
such banking supervision, the diffi- 
‘culties which one firm has rec¢ently 
has followed, would not have oc-| 
curred. Periodical audit would | 
probably have been sufficient to 
insure adequate liquidity and con- 
tinued solvency. 

| ‘But today further 
probably required to keep pace 
with changing times. Because of 
the rapid growth of the industry, 
conditions in the real estate bond 
business have been undergoing 
changes of great importance. The 
volume of bonds offered to the 
public has been increasing at a 
very rapid rate. This volume, in 
fact, is over twice as great as it 
was three years ago. With this 
growth in offerings, has come an 
enormous increase in the number 
of firms underwriting real estate 
bond issues. 

‘“‘These firms are of varying de- 
grees of experience, competence, 
financial strength and moral re- 
sponsibility.

“Aside from the segregation of 
funds there has been some criticism 
of the first mortgage real estate 
bond business with regard to s0- 
called excessive appraisals. I be- 
lieve there have been some cases in 
which such criticism has been justi- 
fied, although I would remind you 
of the fact that an appraisal of 
value is merely an expression of 
opinion and it might well be that 
ithe opinion of the self-appointed 
critics may not turn out to be as 
soundly based as that of the real es- 
tate broker or the issuing house 
which made the appraisal in the 
first instance. Long experience with 
| the dynamic character of our Amer- 
ican cities has taught me to be ex- 
ceedingly reluctant to criticize the 
appraisals of competent persons fa- 
miliar with the locality concerned, 
even though my own opinion of val- 
ues might not agree with theirs.

‘Closely related to this subject of 
appraisals is the criticism of so- 
called excessive loans. It iS un- 
doubtedly true that in some cases 
excessive loans have been made— 
loans that will prove not to be justi- 
fied by the earning power of the 
properties upon which they are 
based. I would condemn without 
qualification such lending pracg ces, 
but I wish to caution you against 
the conclusion which is reached by 
too many, that the soundness of a 
loan can.be determined merely by 
the percentage which it bears to the 
cost or value of the proper... I do 
not believe that the science of 
sound lending upon real estate can 
be reduced to any hard and fast 
rules or to any simple set of formu- 
lae. Our experience has shown that 
a 40 per cent loan is unsound in 
some cases and that an 80 per cent 
loan is perfectly sound in other 
cases. I know that loans in excess 
of 66 2-3 per cent may safely be 
made upon income producing prop- 
erty in our large cities if the loca- 
tion is wisely selected, if the im- 
provement represents an efficient 
utilization of the site, if the build- 
ing be efficiently designed and 
soundly constructed and if the prin- 
cipal of the loan be gradually amor- 
tize® by periodical deposits of in- 
come. 


Deems Amortization Essential. 


“This amortization I regard as e6s- 
sential to the eafety of real estate

Even the First 
Night is not what it used to be. The premiere, nowadays, amounts to 
little or nothing: a try-out, more or less. Once it was the big moment 
in the theater. 
The matinee idol and the First Night, with capital letters, hava passed 


into the discard. 

. HERE is always a beginning and end of everything——except 
- Eternity. Charles Montague siarted the matinee {dol on his way. 
That was back in the days of the old Madison Square theater, long before 
1872. when he scored in “The Black Thorn.’’ Ladies flocked to the 
performances, and at matinees mere man faded into oblivion—all save 
Charleg Montague. 

Dead in Paris, James K. Hackett recalls for old-line theatergoers the 
‘glories of matinee idols. Wallie Decker, who has been in and around 
the theater since long before the Spunish war, came trouping into the 
office with advance copy for ‘‘Blossom Time,’ the perennial favorite at 
Mr. Leo Leavitt’s Pennsylvania avenue playhouse.. An old stager him- 
self, Mr. Leavitt and Wallie Decker set upon the virtues of the matinee 
idol. In the opinion of these fellows, ‘‘Thim were the days.”’ 

Stage presence was the stock in trade of the matinee idol. 
in the language of the far West, ‘‘a he-man.’’ At least, he looked the 
part. Cake-eaters and drugstore’cowboys had not come upon the scene. 
The Valentino haircut was unknown, the “‘sissy type’’ out of the picture. 
Women, not far removed from days when the Western frontier was 
rather near the East, were not given to surrender for sheiks and college 
students. Works of Bret Hart were still being read, and night clubs an 
unknown quantity. Out of this period was born the matinee idol.

Then, by the time a man worked up his reputation he had done some- 
thing to sustain it. Now, reputation starts and work finishes. Matinee 
idols in the making are killed off by the pabulum that feeds them 
greatness. Told they are wonderful before they are, they believe they 
are what they are not. So fall the mighty. 

For every star, pseudo or otherwise, there is a press agent; his duty 
to tell the public how great the star. Unfortunately, the star begins to 
believe the fairy stories—and so falls.

OMEN made matinee idols. Publicity, too, had a hand; but mostly 
it was womanhood. In this or that personage the good ladies saw 


their ideal, the lover of their dreams; for these swashbuckling Romeos | 


were mighty makers of love, beautiful of voice and carriage, and hand- 
some to behold. 

Take James K. Hackett when he played the heroes of Anthony Hope 
in “The Prisoner of Zenda” and “Rupert of Hentzau."’

At the stage door, before and after performances, the ladies were in 
waiting.

Out of the memory book of time, Leo Leavitt and Wallie Decker 
recall the glorious days when George Cowyan and Annie Clarke, of the 
old Boston Museum Stock company, held sway in the theater; when 
Marion Manola, who was John Mason's wife, packed ’em in at each 
performance; when Marie Jansen and Pauline Hall, and Fannie Rice, 
and others of that day, stood the boys on their heads—~and girls, too! 

Certainly, they were the good old days—the days of the matinee idol. 
They will perhaps never come again; for the world is working away 
from the glamour and glare of the footlights and staring instead at 
the spotlight that throws its ghastly ray upon the notorious and the 
sensational—-the front page puppets of penny tabloids.

Robert Imbrie, widow of the form- 
er United States vice-consul to 


Persia. for whose assassination the 


Persian government paid $50,000 
in reparation, was the principal 
speaker. She told in detail about the 
work of the near East relief, with 
which she was connected, and of 
how the work had been so greatly 
hindered because of the many dis- 
asters that have overtaken that sec- 
tion. She mentioned the fact that 
in four and one half years the work 
of relief has had to be done over 
seven times. In commenting on the 
work of the clubs educational com- 
mittee, to whose report she had list- 
ened, she said that in Turkey the 
educational problem is one of the 
greatest importance. It is very dif- 
ficult to get the children to go to 
school. She spoke at length on the 
work being done in the orphanages 
and said that in the orphanage at 
Trebizond there were 12,000 .chil- 
dren from the ages of 2 to 12, 300 
boys from 13 to 15 and 700 girls 
from 13 to 17. 

Among the reports of chairmen, 
that of the chairman of applied 
education, Mrs. Sears, was particu- 
larly interesting, perhaps because it 
touches so closely the Bethesda 
school in which all are so much in- 
terested. Mre. Sears said that 
the $30 donated by the club to 
the Bethesda school for the estab- 
lishment of the room _ reference 
library had now been spent and the 
books are to be put on a shelf in 
the third grade. She read the list 
of books, 25 in number, which were 
selected to meet the requirements 
of that grade. 

A letter of appreciation from a 
third grade pupil addressed to the 
club was also read. Through a con- 
tribution from Mrs. Berlin Brann, 
the committee were enabled to send 
two boxes of books, two trunks of 
California shells and a large oil 
painting to the Rockville High 
school, and a picture in color of the 
signing of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, and a group of mounted 
pictures for class room use to the 
Bethesda school.

“The North Star’’ is a particu- 
larly lovely impression in dark 
blues and blue greens which is uni- 
versal in feeling. There is the feel- 
ing of mystery and space and gran- 
deur which is often the last tning 
that the artist can paint. These 
various impressions of the water 
and sky of Chesapeake bay are 
Whistlerian in effect. They are 
poetical, filled with the feeling of 
water and sky under changing 
lights painted to express the re- 
sponse of the artist to the moods of 
nature. Their technique is deli- 
cate, subtle and lovely in color. 
This series of eight paintings is in- 
dividualistic in its expression and 
wholly delghtful. A portrait of an 
old oyster fisherman, Capt. Jimmy 
Joyce, shows much strength and 
vitality in execution. 


Miniature Expert. 
Mr. Tolman also igs an expert on 


American period and on American 
portraits. He has a large and 
varied collection of paintings in his 
studio of some of the American 
painters of great ability of a decade 
or s0 ago that are rare and of great 
interest to the appreciator of art. 
Nelly Tolman has two miniatures 
in the Philadelphia exhibition of 
miniature painters. They are of 
Margaret Gill and Mrs. Elizabeth

The Business High school perhaps 
is the last place that one would 
think of looking for a vital and 
new expression in art, but this was 
the rather astonishing thing that 
was discovered through the kindly 
instrumentality of a fellow artist, 
who so admired these portraits by 
Mrs. Ashton and called attention to 
her work as of undoubted values. 

Mrs. Ashton has an entirely indi- 
vidual manner of painting. She 
uses a thick impasto, which she 
does not hesitate to rub out and 
paint over again and again, if the 
result does not please her.

German Is the Father 


A very few years may s¢e it a 
penal offense to burn raw coal in 


Silent 


any of our towns. While the popu- 
lar view of coal is that it is some- 
thing that is to be burned, the scien- 
tific view is tending to be precisely 
the opposite. It is that coal ig too 
valuable to be burned, that to burn 
it is to squander it, that the by-prod- 
ucts of coal-~ammonia sulphate, 
benzol. creosote, tar, gas and crude 
light oils-—-are of greater moment 
than the coal itself, and that not 
until these by-products have been 
extracted should residuums, that 1s, 
the heat-producing constituents, be 
used. 

Another very important source of 
liquid fuel supply is through the 
production of industrial alcohol 
from annual crops. Work on this 
was begun as far back as 1907 and 
is now more active than ever before. 
Most of this work is being done by 
Prof. C. A. Lucke, of Columbia 
university, under direction of the U. 
S. Bureau of Agriculture. Prof. 
Lucke is also actively engaged in 
research on oil production from coal 
tar. He says: 

‘When one undertakes to forecast 
the future, he is on dangerous 
ground, but in this fuel situation I 
have often had to take that position 
of sheer necessity, and so far my 
euesses huve been more right than 
wrong over a period of more than 
twenty-five vears. So far I have 
seen nothing to make~me fear & 
shortage of petroleum products ex- 
cept possibly with reference to some 
particular specified grade. While 
there does not, however, seem to be 
any necessity for radical action on 
the assumption that there will be a 
shortage. it is good sense, both from 
the engineering and the business 
standpoint to have some kind of a 
practical plan in case there should 
be a shortage. 


Annual Crops Offer Alcohol. 


“My reviews of the situation have 
led me to believe that we have in 
sight. independent of shale, two 
huge unmeasvred sources of liquid 
fuel. so far very little used. The 
first is aléohol produced by annual 
crops. and the second is coal tar and 


its light products like benzol, with 
heavy products like tar-oil produced 
by the processing of coal. 

“On aleohol a good deal has been 
written and many plans made. My 
own early publications can be 
secured from the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture as the work was done 
at their request. 

“When the time comes, and that 
time will be indicated by prices, 
tropical and semitropical lands can 
be planted to yield sugar and starch 
crops, from which alcohol can be 
produced. These will probably be 
waste lands such as the Amazon 
jungle, for example, and the work 
must be undertaken on a large 
scale. somewhat like the cultivation 
of rubber trees, which were planted 
to supply the demand for automo- 
bile tires. If carried out on a large 
seale in these districts, the alcohol 
will not be produced at the ex- 
pense of food crops nor will it 
involve any present land values. It 
must, however, be undertaken on 
a large scale, large enough, for ex- 
ample, to permit of tank ship trans- 
portation. This alcohol can be mix- 
ed with other volatile fuel, like gas- 
oline or benzol, and heavier con- 
stituents can be added like kero- 
sene, for example. It is my opinion 
when alcohol comes, it will be used 
as a mixture product and not alone. 
This mixture can supply indefinitely 
all appliances that require vola- 
tility in the fuel. 


Coal Provides Tar Oil. 


“The coal supply of the United 
States is indefinitely large and the 
annual consumption at the present 
time is sufficient to yield, by proces- 
sing, more tar oil than the present 
production of tuel oil. This proces- 
sing is now being definitely studied, 
and we have reason to believe that 
in the not too distant future it will 


be commercialized to an extent that 
will materially reduce and ultimate- 
ly eliminate the using of raw fuel 
burned as it is mined. The tar is 
formed by cooling the gases, yields 
light constituents more or less like 
gasoline, of which benzol is one. 
and it yields also a very excellent 
liquid fuel, tar oil and similar prod- 
ucts to fuel oil except that they 
have higher ignition points.

an unfinished oil fleld and is one 
of a long list of natural deposits 
which result from the decomposi- 
tion of organic matter from plants 
or animals of a former geological 
era, like anthracite, bituminous and 
brown coal, peat, petroleum and 
asphaltum.”’ 

In a recent article in the Mining 
Congress Journal, December, 19265, 
Mr. Alderson gives some idea of the 
vast resources of oil available from 
oil shale. He says: 

“The figures arrived at to ex- 
press the future supply of oil from 
wells may seem impressive figures 
in relation to shale oil. The sup- 
ply of oll derivable from shale in 
Colorado is conservatively placed at | 
80,000,000,000 barrels; in Ken- | 
tucky, at 50,000,000,000. Together | 
this amounts to 130,000,000,000 | 
barrels. Colorado and Kentucky | 
alone are considered because the} 
facts are better known there than} 
in other States. It is a well-Known 
fact, however, that great beds of| 
oil shale exist, which if added to 
the Colorado and Kentucky sup- 
ply would indicate an available sup- | 
ply of shale oil that could be ex-, 
pressed only by a most liberal use’ 
of astronomical figures.” 


| 
Shale Costs in Scotland. | 

The treatment of shale for the) 
extraction of oil has formed a prof- | 
itable industry in Scotland for 
abqut 70 years. The Scotch shale| 
yields an average of less than 30 
gallons of oil a ton, whereas the 
American shales give up between 
40 and 50 gallons, with some even 
as high as 90 gallons to the ton. 
For the six months ended Septem- 
ber 30, 1925, the average cost of 
mining shale in Scotland was $2.66 
per ton of shale treated. Mr. Al- 
derson, in commenting on this cost, 
says: 

“The costs in Scotland have not- 
ably been high on account of tech- 
nical and economic conditions, and 
do not offer a fair comparison with 
costs in the United States. It is 
reasonable to infer that an oil shale 
company, adequately financed and 
operating on the open cut plan,| 
with a 500-ton daily capacity, can| 
manufacture shale oil at a cost of| 
approximately $1.25 a barrel. 

“After a careful analysis of the| 
entire situation, it is evident that! 
if oil shale industry is. adequately 
financed and properly managed it 
can be madg,a valuable adjunct in) 
helping to meet the constantly in- | 
creasing demand for oil.’’ 

It is a significant fact that the | 
United States navy and far sighted | 
oil companies have been active in’ 
securing oil shale acreage. In Col-| 
orado alone, a partial list of princi-| 
pal owners shows more than 300,-| 
000 acres have been taken up for) 
this purpose. 

A second source of supply is to) 
be found in-coal. The coal supply | 
of the United States is indefinitely | 
large and the annual consumption | 
at the present time is sufficient to} 
yield by processing more oil than| 
the present production of oil! 
through wells. Oil produced in this | 
manner is already a large factor in| 
the industry and several grades of! 
gasoline largely come from this 
source.

Officials of these organizations 
declare that the increasing need of 
such stations along public high- 
ways, between cities and towns, is) 
recognized by all motorists, for fre-,| 
quently when touring they must 
drive long distances in search of 
comfort facilities, which often are 
not only meager and antiquated, 
but insanitary. 

One Official points out that al- 
though a certain number of gaso- 
line stations throughout the coun- 
try, from coast to coast, are provid-| 
ing at least limited toilet accom- | 
modations for the motoring public, | 
better, larger and more of these 
facilities are needed urgently. With 
the vast development of the auto: 
industry, Americans, according to 
this official, rapidly are becoming 
a nation of motorists, and there are 
today many millions of car owners'| 
who motor extensively, and the de-| 
plorable absence of modern comfort | 
stations along public highways is 
becoming each year a problem 
growing more and more acute. 

It is felt that the solution of the 
problem is essentially one which 
each community can solve, and this 
demands cooperation among public- 
spirited and progressive agencies, 
such as chambers of commerce, 
business associations and civic bod- 
ies. 

O. G. Temme, president of the 
Motorists association of Illinois, in 
a fecent interview, declared that 
this matter was one in which his 
organization was interested vitally, 
and that he was going to inaug- 


urate a campaign of publicity along | 


this line in the Motorist, the offi- 
cial weekly newspaper of the asso- 
ciation. He said he would be glad 
to receive pictorial suggestions with 
regard to types of motorist comfort 
stations in conjunction with oil sta- 
tions, from plumbing supply houses 
or from any one of the plumbing 
and sanitary engineering fraternity.

' Pollock, superintendent of the 
Naval observatory, the source of all

' Saturday, the query, ‘‘What time is 
| it?’ will not be answered by offi- 
cials of the Naval observatory. Ob- 
servatory scientists, since the dis- 
continuance of the Western Union 
service, have attempted, with un- 
official courtesy, to give the time of 
day to many thousand persons who 
possess no timepieces or whose 
| watches and clocks are out of 
| adjustment. 
' Telling 2,000 persons a day what 
| time it is, if continued, would inter- 
fere with the normal operation of 
the observatory, which is a scien- 
tific institution concerned with time 
measurement. The true functions 
of the naval observatory and its 
service to the world will be de- 
scribed by Capt. Pollock.

The opportunity to hear 
greatest artists of the opera and 
concert stage over the radio makes 
America the ideal place to learn 
the art of song, according to Frieda 
Hempel,’ noted soprano, who will 
broadcast in the Atwater Kent con- 
cert at 9:15 o’clock tonight.

Will Not Make More Volume 
Than. Ordinary Attach- 
ment in Itself. 


CUTS TONE DISTORTION 


Power tubes are power handlers, |! 


not power producers, as many think. 
Of itself, a power tube will not, 
produce more volume than a non- 
power tube. Its design permits it 
to handle greater volume with 
out distortion. 

Most receiving sets are capable 
of Eelivering more volume to the 
last audio tube than can be handled 
without distortipn by the usual 
types of amplifying tubes. This is 
where the power tube is needed— 
in the last audio stage only, where 
it can receive the volume developed 
in the earlier stages of the set and 
pass it on, amplified but undis- 
torted, to the loud speaker. 

The electrical characteristics of 
power tubes are quite different 
from those of the customary ampli- 
fying tubes. Power tubes consume 
more B battery current, and they 
require greater C battery voltage. 

The wrong C battery voltage robs 
the power tube of its ability to 
handle greater volume without dis- 
tortion, resulting in operation little, 
if any, better than ordinary tubes. 
In addition, if the © battery volt- 
age is too low, the B current con-

| JAPANESE BEAT BUGS 


WITH ELECTRICAL AID 


‘String Lights Over Rice Fields 


to Lure the Insects 
to Suicide. 


Rice crops in parts of Japan 
spangled with electric lights 
‘every night during certain season 
lof the year. Japanese farmers have 
‘learned that by the use of many 
can fool myriads of 
‘bugs to commit suicide. Otherwise 
‘the bugs would deposit ravenous 
‘larvae in the rice plants—to the 
(detriment of the crop. 
| Experiments showed that a 60- 
‘watt lamp suspended over a vat 
‘of water for each 2% acres of rice 
field would attract enought of the 
insects to materially reduce the 
damage they can do. The bugs, 
flying toward the point of light, 
strike against the lamp bulb and 
drop into the water to expire. 
Further experiments will deter- 
mine how much additional light 
can be used economically for this 
sort of thing so as to increase | 
the tragedy of bugdom to its high- 
est point in the interest of cheaper | 
and better rice.

Limitation Likely to Prevail. 


This limitation probably will pre- 
vail, despite the assertion of some 
officers that service rendered after 
November 11, 1918, should be 
counted as well as that prior to that 
date.

OLITICAL power vs. constitu- 
tional government! This ap- 
pears to be an apt title for the 
spectacular and determined 
battle scheduled to begin short- 
ly after the United States 

Senate convenes in December. 


The first sparks will fly when the 
Senate takes steps to free itself from the 
restraints which the Supreme Court of 
the United States has begun to impose 
on the postwar senatorial aquest for in- 
creased power. But the climax will come 
when the Senate solemnly undertakes, 
by one means or another, to nullify the 
action of the sovereign States of Penn- 
sylvania and Llinois and unseat Sena- 
tors-elect William S. Vare and Frank L. 
Smith. 


All that the Senate has so far done 
toward usurpation of executive or ju- 
dicial functions will. fade into compara- 
tive insignificance, it is predicted, when 
contrasted with the step which senators 
declare they will take in the Vare and 
Smith cases. 

Furthermore, it is hinted that the 
Senate will not even wait until Vare 
presents his credentials next year, but 
may take some action at the coming 
session to declare his seat vacant in ad- 
vance. Or, some resolution will be 
adopted when Vare comes forward to 
take his oath, it is said. Senator 
Ashurst is credited with having such a 
resolution in readiness, in line with 
the popular belief that each house of 
Congress can determine its own rules 
of proceedings and that a rule can there- 
fore be adopted which will make it im- 
possible for Vare or Smith tq take their 
seats when the time comes. ; 

The Supreme Court has already de- 
cided that any such proceeding is vio- 
lative of the Constitution, but this will 
probably not check the attempt to press 
the resolution to passage. The ruling 
of the highest tribunal reads: 


“The Constitution empowers each 
house to determine times and rules of 
proceedings. It may not by its rules 
ignore constitutional restraints or 
violate fundamental rights, and there 
should be a _ reasonable relation be- 
tween the mode and method of pro- 
ceeding established by the rule and the 
result which is sought to be attained. 
(U. §. vs. Balin, 144 U. 8. i).” 

Admittedly it would be a Senate rule

senator, which latter right is specifi- 
cally provided for and guaranteed by 
the Constitution.

UT if the action of the State of 

Pennsylvania can not be nullified by 
direct attack it is to be subjected to in- 
direct fire. In other words, the pre- 
diction that the Constitution of the 
United States could not last over 150 
years may be fulfilled, it is stated, at 
least with respect to the rights of sov- 
ereign States, and the following fateful 
words of Washington’s Farewell Ad- 
dress may turn out to be a prophecy in- 
stead of a warning: 

“One method of assault may be to 
effect, in the forms of the Constitution, 
alterations which will impair the 
energy of the system, and thus to under- 
mine what can not be directly over- 
thrown.” | 

But the assault, which legal authori- 
ties foresee in the offing, is not going to 
find the Constitution without defenders, 
outside as well as inside the Senate. 
First of ‘these defenders is James M. 
Beck, recognized authority on consti- 
tutional law, formerly Assistant Attor- 
ney General of the United States, solici- 
tor general of the United States from 
1921 to 1925, and the lawyer who suc- 
cessfully argued before the Supreme 
Court the historic case which the high- 
est tribunal decided last month when it 
denied to Congress the right to eurb 
the“ President’s power of removing 
Federal officers appointed by. him by 
and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate. 

Disregarding whatever popular or 
political clamor may result from his 
action, Mr. Beck has come forward as a 
volunteer and is preparing for publica- 
tion a book entitled “The Vanishing 
Rights of the States,” in which he 
makes a feature’ of the Vare and Smith 
cases and in which he asserts: 

“To nullify the action of these sov- 
ereign States, by reasons of the actions 
of irresponsible individuals over which 
the Federal government has no super- 
visory power, would, in effect, be a 
coup d’etat which would radically 


‘change our form of government and 


lead to deplorable and incalculable con- 
sequences.” 

Admittedly, Mr. Beck’s defense of 
the Constitution will be challenged on 
the ground that his action may be in- 
spired by the fact that he was born in 
Pennsylvania or that he has some 


e, of Pennsylvania, — 


prejudice or undefined reason to. chal- 
lenge the Senate’s proposed action. 
Yet the roie which ovrejudice has 
played in the Senate and out of the 
senate is admittedly striking by con- 
trast. In the momentous Supreme 
Court decision on the President’s power 
of removal, for example, the man who 
forced the question to an issue was 
Woodrow Wilson. He could have named 
a successor to Postmaster Myers, had 
the successor confirmed and thereby 
eliminated Myers without raising the 
question. But, for some reason, Wood- 
row Wilson desired to put the consti- 
tutional question to the test.

HIEF JUSTICE TAFT, who decid- 

ed for Woodrow Wilson’s contén- 

tion, was the Republican candidate for 

President in 1912, the year that brought 
Woodrow Wilson’s election. 

Associate Justice McReynolds, who 
delivered the scathing minority opin- 
ion against Wilson’s contention, served 
as Attorney General in Woodrow Wil- 
son’s cabinet. Associate Justice Bran-

opinion against Wilson’s contention, 
was appointed to the Supreme Court by 
Woodrow Wilson. Mr. Beck, who 
argued for the stand taken by Wood- 
row Wilson, was one of the outstanding 
anti-Wilson men_ throughout the 
League of Nations fight and is a Re- 
publican. 

Thus, in Supreme Court circles, 
prejudices and friendships as well as 
popular and political clamor appar- 
ently all go by the boards. 

But the question is asked “Can any 
one say as much for the Senate?” 

Senators have prejudged the Vare 
case and announced their conclusions, 
and during the campaign, just closed, 
candidates were asked to say in ad- 
vance whether they would pledge them- 
selves to oust Vare and Smith. No 
senator, thus passing final judgment on 
the cases, could have the evidence, as 
the Reed committee has not even com- 
ge its probe and submitted a report. 

.80 that when the Senate, sitting in the 
role of jury, passes on the Reed com- 
mittee report, there will be a great 
number of senators solemnly pledged 
to construe the evidence in conformity 
with preconceived prejudices, irre- 
spective of what that evidence may be. 

But Mr. Beck is not considering the 
question from the standpoint of ex- 
pediency. He has interested himself in 
the broad-gauge constitutional question 
involved. It is not a question of whether 
a majority of the senators, represent- 
ing other States of the Union, want Mr. 
Vare to be Pennsylvania’s senator, he 
contends. It is a question of what the 
sovereign State of Pennsylvania wants. 

“The sole question, therefore, is 
whether the State of Pennsylvania had 
the right to make this selection,’”’. Mr. 
Beck states, ‘or whether, having thus 
selected Mr. Vare, the Senate of the 
United States has the right to nullify 
the will of the people of Pennsylvania. 

“When the Seventieth Congress con- 


venes and proceeds to organize, it will 
thus be confronted with a problem of 
vital importance to our constitutional 


form of government. Few constitu- 
tional questions could be more far- 
reaching. 

“It is reasonably certain that when 
the Senate proceeds to organize the 
senior senator from Pennsylvania will 
present the credentials of the Hon. 
William S. Vare as senator-elect from 
Pennsylvania. The credentials will be 
in due form and will certify by the 
signature of the governor of Pennsyl- 
vania, attested by the great seal of the 
State, that at a general election, held on 
November 2, 1926, the people of Penn- 
sylvania, by a largely preponderating 
majority, elected Mr. Vare to the Senate 
of the United States.

ee’ | 1 is not probable that any serious 

question will be raised as to the 
regularity of the election, and it will not 
be doubted that the people of Pennsyl- 
vania did select Mr. Vare as one of its 
two representatives: in the Senate of 
the United States by a majority of over 
180,000 votes. It will not be questioned 
that Mr. Vare possesses all the quailifi- 
cations- for a senator prescribed in the 
Constitution. It will be conceded that he 
has the requisite age, has been a citizen 
of the United States for the required 
period and that he is an inhabitant of 
the State of Pennsylvania, as pre- 
scribed in the Constitution. 

“Notwithstanding these unquestioned 
facts, it is intimated by well-informed 
men, and even announced by some 
members of the Senate, who have not 
even examined the evidence collected by 
the Reed committee, who hereafter may 
be called upon to act judicially in the 
matter, that Mr. Vare’s credentials will 
be rejected and that he will be denied 
his seat in the Senate. 

“Others high in authority, including 
also some members of the Senate, have 
announced that while his credentials 
will be accepted, in accordance with the 
unbroken precedents of the Senate, he 
will be expelled after he has been seated. 
Should it come to pass that Mr. Vare 
is either denied his seat or seated and 
expelled, the deliberate action of the 
State of Pennsylvania will be unques- 
tionably nullified.” 

After pointing out that the Senate 
was primarily created to preserve the 
rights and prestige of the States and 
serve as the last rampart of the powers 
of the States, Mr. Beck raises the ques- 


‘tion of how the powers of the States 


can be preserved if the final choice of 
senators is to be denied to the States. 

“Should this principle become a part 
of our constitutional form of govern- 
ment,” Mr. Beck adds, “then the mem- 
bership of the Senate will be whatever 
a majority of the Senate desires it to be. 

“Let no one underestimate the grav- 
ity of the issue.~ If, under the circum- 
stances above assumed, either Mr. Vare 
or Mr. Smith shall be unseated by the 
Senate, not dnly their individual right 
to hold an office, to which they were 
clearly elected, will be denied, but a 
basic right of a sovereign State will be 
nullified. The question, therefore, rises 
infinitely higher than the _ personal 
political fortunes of either Mr. Vare or 
Mr. Smith. It is an attack upon the 
constituent States of the Union. It 
tehds to destroy our dual form of gov- 
ernment. 

“If such a principle were once per- 
manently established, the selection of 
senators would not be the action of the 
States—except primarily. The final 
selection would be by a majority of the 
Senate. If 49 senators can unseat two 
senators, they could unseat 47, and thus, 
in a grave crisis, when the waves of 
political passion were whipped up by 
party strife, it would be possible for a 
majority of the senators to unseat a 
minority, however large, or what is

more probable, unseat enough to give 
to the majority the necessary two- 
thirds vote to ratify treaties.” 

Mr. Beck then touches on the vital 
importance which this fundamental 
question of States’ rights might have 
to Southern senators, who’are always 
more or less concerned about the race 
question. A Republican majority on 
the theory of Vare’s opponents might 
at any time refuse to seat or seek to 
unseat Democratic senators from South- 
ern States “‘on the ground that they had 
not been selected by a free and fair 
vote, either at the primaries or at the 
general election.” 

“Thoughtful men of all sections would 
deprecate any such recrudescence of the 
race question,” Mr. Beck continues,” 
for their attitude toward the question 
of white supremacy in the South is not 
unsympathetic. But such inference 
from a failure of a portion of the elec- 
torate to vote is no more unreasonable 
than the assumption that because large 
sums of money have been spent in a 
heated primary campaign in great and 
populous States like Pennsylvania and 
Illinois, that such sums were either 
corruptly collected or corruptly dis- 
bursed.

elected, has actually been elected at a 
general election, is clear, and while it 
also has the right to determine whether 
the men who have been selected as 
senators by the States actually possess 
the qualifications prescribed in the 
Constitution, yet the right of the Senate 
to sit in judgment upon the action of 
sovereign States goes no further.” _ 

Mr. Beck pays tribute to the Reed 
committeé. “It is important that the 
people of the United States should be 
informed as to the manner in which 
primary campaigns for Federal office 
are conducted. 

“In a country as rich as America,” 
he adds, “it is important that the power 
of money shall not control the machin- 
ery of government. Whether a Federal 
law, could or should be passed that 
arbitrarily fixes the amount of money 
to be spent in a given party campaign 
is another and very difficult problem. 
It takes no account of the difference in 
population in different States. It takes 
even less account of the fact that in 
some party campaigns very little money 
can be legitimately spent and that in 
other, and bitterly contested campaigns, 
either for nominations or elections, 
where great questions of public policy 
are involved, large sums of money can 
be’ legitimately spent to educate the 
voter. The apathy or ignorance of the 
voter is more to be feared in the suc- 
cessful work of our institutions than 
the corruption of the voter.” 


In denying the right of the Senate to 
nullify the action of the State of Penn- 
sylvania in the Vare case, Mr. Beck 
stresses the two possibilities, namely, 
the refusal to seat Vare or the effort 
to expel him after he has been seated, 
In the latter case it would require a 
two-thirds vote, but even so the right of 
the Senate to expel a member for some- 
thing which transpired before he be- 
came a member of that body is ques- 
tioned by Mr. Beck. 

The Constitution provides that each 
house shall be the judge of the elec. 
tions, returns and qualifications of its 
own members and, in a separate para-° 
graph, it is provided as follows: 

“Each house may determine the rules 
of its proceedings, and punish its mem- 
bers for disorderly behavior, and, with 
the concurrence of two-thirds, expel a 
member.” 

* * ~ + 

HE question arises as to whether the 
above reference to expulsion does 

not link itself with the preceding clause, 
“punish its members for disorderly be- 
havior.” It is conceded that a senator 
may be expelled by a two-thirds vote 
for some act of his after he becomes a 
member of the Senate. A member, for. 
example, might refuse to abide by the 
rules or might make it virtually im- 
possible for the Senate to function, or he 
might, for one reason or another, make 
it necessary for that body to rid itself 
of him for its own protection.

OLITICAL and business exigencies 
produce wars for spiritual leaders and 
young men to fight. 

Instead of abating, after the 1916 
election, in which Wilson had been reelected 
as the President who “kept us out of war,” 
the demands of the jingos increased. Ameri- 
can political life was filled with an intense 
bitterness. On December 18, 1916, after the 
transmission of Germany's offer to negotiate 
peace, Wilson considerably irritated the allies 
by frankly asking all the parties to the war, 
including Germany, to give the world their 
view of a proper basis for peace. In this 
note he declared that ‘‘neither side had 
stated the object for which the war had been 
started.’ He was in the driftway once more. 
And it was a hard fight he made with him- 
self before accepting the methods of force. 

But preach as he would American busi- 
ness had become so involved and the propa- 
ganda had worked so well that war was in- 
evitable-—that has always been said since 
the days of Hannibal. 

Allied Propaganda. 

“The allied propaganda,’’ says Bertrand 
Russell, ‘‘through British control of the 
cables, secured wider publicity than that of 
Germany, and achieved a notabie success in 
Winning the sympathy and ultimately the 
cooperation of the United States.’ In spite 
of the virtuous professions to the contrary 
1 state of war, as England’s leading organ 
of liberal thought, the Manchester Guardian, 
has frankly pointed out, is a license to lie 
as well as to kill; and the most effective wai 
propaganda, for its .immediate war purpose, 
may be that which is most widely false 
and which will be remembered with the most 
shame in after vears by the nation which 
got the good of it at the time. 

In the United States national security and 
defense leagues, amply financed, as well as 
iumerous complaceat agencies, including a 
large part of the pulpit and press, joined the 
hue and cry raised by clamorous politicians, 
university professors, and Legal and literary 
hacks in the service of the patrioteers. The 
country was thoroughly inoculated with the 
virus of hate and of war. Passion was the 
only test of patriotism. 

The stampede was irresistible. 
much iike the outstanding religious leaders 
of the world, none of whom was able to breast 
the onrushing tide. As the hysteria in- 
creased, the mystical Wilson, despising’ war, 
began to feel that the country was for it. 
Like the»Maid of Orleans, he had a habit of 
hearing voices—the voices of the people—at 
critical junctures. The stupid German sub- 
marine policy furnished as good a popular 
excuses as any for our going in. Historians 
may successfully locate some other influenc- 
ing and determining factor. 

When Germany announced, 
of January, 1917, that she was going to begin 
on February | unrestricted submarine war 
fare around the British Isles, and undertook 
to specify the route which a BMmited number 
of American ships might take through this 
zone, Wilson ceased to drift. Diplomatic re 
jJations were severed on February 4, and 
Germany, having proceeded with her attacks 
at sea, the President on April 2 delivered his 
address, which resulted on April 6 in the 
Congress declaring that a state of war existed 
With Germany. 

“The right is more precious than peace,’ 
Wilson declared in his memorable address. 
“and we shall fight for the things we have 
always carried nearest our hearts, for democ- 
yacy, for the right of those who submit to 
authority to have a voice in their own gov- 
ernment, for the rights and liberties of smal! 
nations, for a universal dominion of right by 
such a concert of free peoples as shall bring 
peace and safety to'all nations and make the 
world jtself at last free.’’ 

Von Ludendorff, who at the grand head- 
quarters of the German army viewed the war 
from the attack on Liege to the signing of 
the armistice, has told of the shattering of 
Austrian and German morale by the idealistic 
phrases of Wilson. The catchy “right of self- 
determination”’ made a strong appeal in Aus- 
tria-Hungary, as did the promise of a peace 
of understanding that would end all war and 
mane the world safe for democracy. Luden- 

orff said that while the German army was 
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always victorious on the battlefleld Germany 
failed in the fight of the intellects against 
the enems That telling 
phrases, scoffed at so much in America, may 
ultimately prove to have been creat 


peoples. genius for 


Wilson's 
st contribution to the victory. 

Once Wilson had taken the country into 
war he became the most ardent friend of the 
allies. There was no further hesitation or 
halt. Ambassador Page, who had been press- 
ing Wilson hard, has shown that the British 
government owed $400,000,000 to the bank- 
ers of the I ted States and that the first 
loan of $200.000.000 advanced by the United 
States was immediately turned over to the 
Morgan house on account. The British, who 
were the ablest diplematists and propagan- 
dists, di Med the Balfour mission, which 
arrived Gn April 23 and conferred with Wil- 
son the next day. Jalfour dined informally 
with Wilson’ and did good work for the allies. 
At the same time the French mission, with 
Marshal Joffre and Viviani at the front, ar 
rived in Washington and the White House 
was at fever heat thenceforward. ? 

While, of course, many Republican poli- 
ticians, like Roosevelt, assailed Wilson 
throughout the war time, the better Repub- 
lican thought of the country backed him 
heartily. Joseph H. Choate, who had been 
sneering at Wilson as a minority President, 
completely changed his tune from carping

use of the newspapers to help create senti- 
ment, although he did not have a very high 
regard for the press. When the agitation 
was. under way for a coalition cabinet he 
sent a note from his private White House 
apartments to Tumulty in the executive 
office expressing his disapproval of the plan 
and adding, significantly: 

“You will know how to create the impres- 
sion on the minds of the newspaper men 
that I regard it as merely a partisan effort 

hamper and embarrass the administra- 
tion.’’ 

With the change in domestic surroundings 
there naturally’ had come ae considerable 
change in the family friendships. The first 
Mrs. Wilson was an idealist and dreamer, 
whose tastes for a lifetime had been devel- 
oped much like those of her distinguished 
husband. The second Mrs. Wilson was of a 
more mature and practical turn of mind. As 
the wife of a rich and successful Washington 
merchant, to whose jewelry business she had 
succeeded at his death, she had a Keen in- 
sight in the affairs of the National Capital. 
Each brought to Wilson the fullest measure 
of devotion and adoration. 


Wall Street Tolerated. 


Knights-errant of big business are not 
shrinking violets and, as the war developed, 
kings and near kings of finance and industry 
were found more and more in the picture. 
Wall street no longer was anathema. 

Wilson early recognized that the stupend 
ous business side of war calleq for the high- 
est caliber of business experts. It was idle 
to speculate as to the economic sources that 
had generated the spark jin the powder mag- 
azine. The thing to do was to win. In times 
of crisis the rigid axioms of the reformer are 
often flexed bv the cold facts of life. 

Charles M. Schwab and James J. Farrell, of 
the great steel corporations, were pressed into 
service to help Edward N. Hurley rush the 
shipping program. Henry P. Davison of J. P. 
Morgan & Co., who had come back from Eng- 
land in 1915 with authority to make all 
American purchases for the allies, was placed 
at the head of the Red Cross, with its ume 
restricted spending of hundreds of millions of 
dollars abroad.

stettinius, another Morgan 
already in charge of the allied pur- 
chases, was made an Assistant Secretary of 
War, after the Morgan house had 
fully recommended that allied and American 
purchases be consolidated. Stettinius became 
surveyor general for war supplies, the most 
powerful business job in the war. 
Dwight Morrow and Thomas W. 
other Morgan partners, were among

pean finances. At every point of vital business 
contact abroad some Morgan partner or agent

inform and guide the American participation. 

McAdoo, shrewd, able and energetic, saw 
to it that none of the outsiders crowded into 
his operations, and he was especially fortu-

of the State Department. Throughout most 
of the war period House, with his voluminous 
programs for secretly setting the world right, 
continued to be the trusted personal friend 
and adviser of the President. He superseded 
cabinet officers and ambassadors and had the 
Wilson confidence to a greater extent than 
any one else. 


Choosing Pershing. 


When Wilson was elected President he 
had little acquaintance with military af- 
tairs or military men. Gen. Hugh L. Scott, 
who later served as chief of staif and for 
ua time as Secretary of War ad interim—the 
only soldier to sit with the cabinet since 
Sherman-—was one of the few army officers 
known personally to Wilson. Scott was of an 
old Princeton family. Wilson didn’t know 
whether Scott was a Republican or Demo- 
crat—nor did he care. In the turbulent 
vears that followed, Scott’s judgment in mil- 
itary affairs weighed big with the President 
and he had much to do with the selection of 
Gen, Pershing as commander-in-chief of the 
American expeditionary forces. 

Wilson was determined that the fighting 
Americans who went to Europe should be 
under the direction of an experienced, prac- 
tical soldier. His implicit confidence in Per- 
shing’s capacity and his unswerving support 
of the commander of the A. BE, were 
among the biggest things of Wilson’s career. 
Secretary Baker also, despite his honest 
hatred of war, was equally Insistent on hayv- 
ing the fighting directed by trained soldiers, 
und he upheld Pershing at every turn. 

At the time of Wilson’s inauguration Gen. 
Wood was chief of staff and was known to 
have his eye on the White House. Protege 
and favorite of Roosevelt, Wood, although 
everywhere recognized as a fine soldier, wus 
obsessed with the idea thot he was u great 
politician, and bent on becoming President. 
Hie was naturally under suspicion most. of 
the time. Professional heroes znd warrior 
noliticians are alweys » problem in a de- 
mocracy, and VWilson, ike -most wise states- 
men, was definitely onposed to having the 
rovermument fali inio the hands ef the mili- 
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Conference—Lloyd George, Orlando of Italy, 


Although Wood was a harsh critic of Wil 
son, he was permitted to serve out his term 
of staff. Scott might have had the 
post at any time after Wilson came in, but 
he was happier with Indians and along the 
border than in Washington. Scott had 
served as chfef of staff for Wood when the 
latter- was governor general in Cuba. He 
entertained a strong personal friendship for 
Wood and had a very high regard’for his 
ability. Many were his kindly warnings to 
Wood against the latter’s aggressive political 
methods. But Wood, in association with 
Roosevelt, never lost a chance to pound the 
Wilson administration. 

Plattsburg is always spoken of as the ini- 
tial step in the movement for preparedness. 
Wood is given the sole credit for establishing 
the training camp there. He is rightly en- 
titled to much of the credit, but it must be 
apparent to every sensible person that with- 
out the cordial support of the President. the 
Secretary of War and the chief of staff there 
could have been no Plattsburg camp, because 
the men and the means were supplied by 
the government under Wilson's authority at 
Washington. Had this been withheld, Wood, 
a subordinate commander, could have done 
nothing. 

When it was decided to invade Mexico in 
1916 Scott strongly urged that Wood, as the 
ranking major general, be given command 
of-the entire force. But Wood and Roose- 
velt had kept up their political bombardment, 
and Wood had taken Rooseveit to the Platts- 
burg training camp, under Wood's command, 
to picture the defenselessness of the United 
States. It was August 25, 1915, a. few days 
after the sinking of the Arabic, and while 
Lusitania negotiations were still pending. At 
the close of his formal address Roosevelt had 
given the newspaper reporters a. prepared 
statement containing the following diatribe 
against Wilson: 

“To treat @elocution as a substitute for 
action, to rely upon high sounding words un- 
backed by deeds, is proof of a mind that 
dwells only in the realm of shadow and of 
shame,’’ 

Wood was publicly rebuked for the inci- 
dent, but Roosevelt continued to hammer 
uway at the administration and at Wilson, 
employing his most rancorous invective, and 
Wood naturally suffered in his desire for ad 
vancement. No executive could be expected 
to place a subordinate, so entirely out of sym- 
pathy with his projects, in charge of a great 
policy. It is neither good business, nor is it 
human nature, to promote savage politica! 
enemies, Wilson directed that Scott should 
command the. Mexican expedition himself. 

Pershing, who had been jumped over 700 
officers, including Scott, by President Roose- 
velt, was given command of a smaller Mexi- 
can expedition. Pershing stood out in the 
Mexican expedition and Scott took the view 
that under all the circumstances he wag the 
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best man the army had to command overseas 
As chief of staff and as the friend of Wilson 
and Raker, Scott was able to build up the 
Pershing case, and Vershing was finally se- 
lected and ordered to Washington from EI 
Paso. 

Pershing'’s Leadership. 


In view of the enormous scale of subse- 
quent operations, when obscure soldiers came 
to have not only limousines but private trains 
in France, a request that Pershing, after his 
selection as commander of the A. E. F., ad 
dressed to Scott. as niet of staff, is rather 
amusing.

There were intrigues against Pershing both 
at home and abroad. Clemenceau, then pre 
mier, had gone so far, in January, 1918, as 
to cable, over the head of Pershing, direct to 
Washington to urge that American regimental 
units be attached to French divisions, which 
request was turned back to Pershing with full 
power to act. The politicians of both Franca 
and England, each seeking to head off a sep- 
arate American army and to force the split- 
ting up of our units and amalgamating them 
into their armies, sought to replace and save 
their own soldiers with ours. 

Pershing was given absolute control of 
the American army in Europe, and no matter 
what political or other pressure was brought 
to bear there was no interference from Wasb- 
ington. Vilson and Baker had conceived and 
put over the national draft. It was their 
sacred purpose to keep faith with America 
by having the fighting men given the best of 
care, 

Wiison’s splendid loyalty to 
never marred nor disturbed by the political 
gossips at home. Grant had reached the 
White House solely on his civil war record. 
Roosevelt Spanish-American war venture 
was equally efficacious.’ And within a few 
months after the landing of American forces 
in France there began to be persistent whis- 
perings in Washington that Pershing Was a 
presidential candidate, Wilson knew the 
possibilities that war afforded tor the hero 
with political friends But he let Tru- 
mors interfere in his support of Pershing. 
There plenty of politically ambitious 
American warriors in France, but I quickly

When Wilson 

After the declaration of war IlIoosevelt 
rushed in person to Washington to urge ac- 
captance of his offer to raise four divisions to 
lead himself. Wilson received him at tha 
White House on April 11 and patiently

HE marriage of the Duke of Bra- 
‘ik bant, the future king of the Bel- 
gians, and the lovely Princess 
Astrid of Sweden, marks the end of the 
first chapter of a royal romance that is 
as unique as it is charming. 
In ‘he history of royal love affairs 
we find now and then a crown prince 
who went outside of royalty for his 
bride and actually wooed the girl of his 
choice in the kitchen ef her huinble cot- 
tage home. But until now nobody can 
recall a royal prince who wooed and 
won a royal bride in the kitchen of a 
royal palace. 
According to the stories that are be- 
ing told in European court circles, this 
unique distinction balongs to Crown 
Prince Leopold. He and Princess As- 
trid are said to have murmured “‘I lov: 
you”’ to each other in the kitchen of 
the palace of her uncle, the King of 
Sweden, and their troth is believed. to 
have been actually plighted over the 
bowl of salad dressing Astrid was mix- 
ing to tempt the appetite of the young 
duke from Belgium. 
Was there ever a romance 
more delightfully unusual than this 
and more like the ones you read about 
tn the story books? 
Leopold and Astrid would 
in any event have some day married, but 
the fondness of the Swedish princess for 
going down into the kitchen and preparing 
with her own dainty hands all sorts of deli- 
cious things to eat undoubtedly hurried along 
the love match. The engagement might have 
been long delayed but for that fateful day 
when Leopold on a tour of inspection of the 
palace in Stockholm discovered her in the 
kitchen.

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SIX-FOOT GORILLA 
FIGHTS LIKE A MAN 


y, 


After thrilling adventures and hairbreadth 
escapes in the heart of Africa, Ben Burbridge, 
noted American big game hunter, has fur- 
nished to scientists the first real opportunity 
to study the mentality of the gorilla—-the 
beast which, both structurally and in reason- 
ing powers, resembles man most closely. Mr. 
Burbridgs, in his two latest expeditions to 
Africa, not only obtained the only motion pic- 
tures of the gorilla ever made in its native 
haunts, but captured more live gorillas than 
have ever fallen prey to any other naturalist, 
eight in all. He succeeded in bringing three 
back to Europe and America alive, one of 
which, Miss Congo, a female about 6 years 
old, has lived and thrived since the fall of 
1925 in Florida. She is the only living go- 
rilla today outside of the African forests. 

Some of the experiences in capturing these 
remarkable man beasts with the aid of pygmy 
warriors are related by Mr. Burbridge to 
Frank Parker Stockbridge in the December 
Popular Science Monthly. 

“Wheat I was after was live. young 4#0- 
rillas,”’ he says. ‘“‘Our method was to watch 
for a family of gorillas passing through the 
forest, the old male Jeading and the voung 
ones straggling along behind, and to pick up 
the straggling infants. 

“One day we caught two young gorillas 
in this way. We thought the rest had gone 
on, and had begun our march campward, 
when I heard the roar of a gorilla behind me. 
I know of nothing more terrifying than the 
roar of a gorilla when heard the first time. It 
rivals the roar of a lion in volume, but has a 
more threatening tone It is punctuated,

moreover, by the beating of the beast’s arms 
against his chest, producing a booming, echo- 
noise like a big drum. 

“The crackling of the underbrush told ‘me 
that the whole band was after us. Hearing 
them, the young gorillas we had caught be- 
gan to squeal, just as [I was assembling my 
motion picture camera in the hope of getting 
a sensational] strip of film. I had three n 
tives with me this time. To one, the wh 
bearer, I turned over the crank of the ¢amera 
with instructions to keep turning until I told 
him to stop. Flanked by the other two, each 
carrying a squirming gorilla infant, I ad- 
vanced toward the place where the shaking 
of the shrubbery and the rozring of the beasts 
told me the band was assembled. The racket 
finally became so threatening that my two na- 
tives bolted with the captives. And that, it 
seemed, was what the ‘old man’ gorilla had, 
peen waiting for. I was alone. 

‘‘He crashed toward me through the under- 
brush, a huge, hairy, towering bulk, walking 
erect, almoat like a man, with his great arms 
hanging to his knees. I fired onee. He was 
so close that 1 could not miss. He fell dead, 
aimost at my feet, and the rest of his family 
fled into the forest. , 

‘As he lay there I measured him, Six feet 
tall he had stood in life. His foot was 12 
inches long; ‘his fist when closed would have 
filled a gallon measure. 1 estimated his 
weight at 450 pounds, His muscles stood out 
in great knots, indicating his tremendous 
strength. He seemed so human, like some 
prehistoric ancestor of our own race, that if 
I had gone into the gorilla country for the 
sport of killing them [ believe I would have 
abandoned my expedition then and there,”

This is a true story, and its climax is at- 
tested to by many witnesses.

The Beautiful Days of Dread. 


The hunting season is at its height. Th 
so-called ‘‘game’’ is being harried from 
cover to cover. Wherever game runs or 
flies, the man with the gun is abroad. It is 
the open season—a joyous season for the 
hunter, but a season of terror for the 
hunted. 

It is an amazing thing to me that certain 
species of game, both animals and birds, can 


hold their own, and do hold their own, in the 
face of the relentless pursuit. Every year 
sees an increase in the number of guns in the 
forests and in the haunts of the wild fowl. 
That anything can survive is amazing. It 
is to me one of the miracles of nature that 


certain of her children in feathers and fur 


have so far been able to adjust themselves 
to the changed conditions brought about by 


man and to his relentless pursuit of them, . 


that they still people our fields and woods. 
Thus, there are more deer in the thickly set- 
tled State of Massachusetts than in several 
of the thinly settled Western States com- 
bined. Thus the black bear is still the 
comedian of Eastern forests and the raccoon 
still washes his food in the brooks on the 
very edge.of civilization. 

That this is so is largely due to the mar- 
velous adaptability of these creatures. But 
I wonder how long they can maintain them- 
selves in the face of the constant develop- 
ment of killing apparatus. If every hunter 
who goes into the woods and fields were a 
true sportsman there would be little cause 
for worry over the safety of any particular 
species. Hunters are divided into two class- 
es—sportsmen and killers. Unfortunately the 
Jatter class predominates heavily. Its mem- 
bers go afield for one purpose—to kill. The 
hunt means nothing to them. They are ac- 
tuated ‘solely by the blood lust. Sportsmen, 
on the other hand, find their pleasure in the 
hunt rather than in the kill. The kill is 
merely the incidental reward for the patience 
and skill of the hunt. 


The Foreign Killer. 


The other day I heard of a bird net being 
taken within a very short distance of my 
home. Of course bird netting is illegal 
everywhere, and of course this net was the 
property of a foreigner, one who had come 
to this country from southern Europe. I! 
have reason to believe that the snare and 
the net are being used constantly in America, 
particularly in those sections where there is 
a considerable foreign element; and that this 
illegal taking of our songbirds is carried on 
to a greater extent than is generally rec- 
ognized. Whoever finds such snares or nets 
should leave them untouched, but at. once 
notify the nearest game warden, that he may 
possibly catch the Jawbreaker red-handed. 
Our wild life, particularly our so-called 
“game,” has all it can do to hold its own 
against the legal hunter in these days of the 
murderous pump and automatic shotguns. 
Nothing short of jail sentences should be 
meted out to those convicted of using the 
snare and the net. 


An Eagle's Mental Aberration. 


Apparently mental aberration, or absent- 
mindedness, occurs with the Green Forest 
and Green Meadow people just as it does 
with us humans. One day this fall a bald 
eagle alighted in a tree in a yard in Prince- 
ton, Mass. It was mistaken for a hawk and 
shot. Now that eagle must have been absent- 
minded. The doorvard of a house is the last 
place in the world one would look to find 
the king of the air. 
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That eagle was shot by a woman. Imagine 
that Her explanation to the game warden 
was that she thought it was a big hawk. In 
killing that bird she violated the game laws 
of the State of Massachusetts, for there the 
eagle is protected by law at all times. 1 
don’t know which to pity most, the absent- 
minded eagle, who so foolishly presented him- 
self as a target, or the slayer of the king, who 
knew so little about birds that she could not 
distinguish between an eagle, the living na- 
tional emblem, and a hawk. Such a killing 
has no excuse whatsoever, for no one has 
any business to kill even a hawk unless the 
hawk is caught red-handed in mischief. Will 
people never learn that hawks are not to be 
condemned just because they are hawks? A 
few days after the killing of the eagle another, 
apparently its mate, alighted in the same tree. 
Eagles, you know, mate for life. Probably 
this one was looking for its lost mate. 


A Grouse Who Also Was Absent-Minded. 


Here is an interesting incident from Elton 
J. Prescott, of New Hampshire. ‘I was driv- 
ing,”’ says Mr. Prescott, “through a wooded 
road when on the wall beside the road I saw 
a female partridge, or ruffed grouse. I stop- 
ped my car, got out, and walked over almost 
near enough to her to put my hand on her. 
She then hopped down on the other side of the 
wall. I followed’ her into the bushes for three 
or four rods, sometimes almost near enough 
to pick her up. Finally she flew away and I 
supposed that the incident was closed. The 
following day, however, I was driving over 
the same road with my wife and called her 
attention to the place where I had seen the 
partridge. ‘Why, there she is now!’ ex- 
claimed Mrs. Prescott. Sure enough, sitting 
in almost identically the same spot was the 
bird. This time I took off my hat and coat 
and made a business of following her. Final- 
ly I caught her in my hands and brought her 
out to the road to show my wife. Then I 
tossed Mrs. Partridge into the air, thinking 
that if she came down helpless I would take 
her home and see what could be done for her. 
But there was nothing the matter with her. 
She whirred off over the trees as if nothing 
had happened. I have been unable to find any 
explanation of tkis behavior. Can you offer 
any?’’ 

None, save the aforesaid mental aberration. 
Last winter, at Wellesley, Mass., there was a 
grouse with apparently no fear whatever of 
human beings. It would come when called 
by the chopping of wood, or by the clapping 
of two sticks together, and would feed fro: 
the hand. Yet no attempt had ever been 
made to tame this bird. I have heard of one 
or two other similar instances. There is no 
satisfactory explanation, 


Out of the Jaws of Death. 

“Tl intend to be a good Nature league mem- 
ber, true to the purpose of the league, but 
really I just can’t abide too many snakes in 
my garden,’’ writes Mrs. Sadie B. Knox. ‘I 
like my toads, but it gets on my nerves to see 
snakes too often. One day when looking at 
the roses I noticed seven or eight inches of 
the tail of a snake perfectly still, the rest. of 
the body being out of sight in the soft dirt. 
A good swat with a sharp hoe was followed 
by several convulsions down tn the earth, and 
out jumped c toad which looked as if its head

and shoulders had been dipped into glue and 
then into dirt. The remainder of the body 
was clean. Not until then did I guess what 
that snake had been doing. It didn’t’ seem 
possible that so small a snake could swallow 
s0 large a toad.”’ 

While I deplore the indiscriminate killing 
of snakes, I am not unreasonable in the mat- 
ter. When it comes to a choice between toads 
and snakes in the garden, and the two are 
not likely to live there in amity, my vote is 
cast for the toads every time. In all this 
subject of the treatment of wild life reason 
must prevail. -There are times when almost 
any form of life may become obnoxious, and 
a pest. If it comes to a choice betweer two 
forms of life, one of which is distinctly more 
desirable than the other, the latter ‘must 
ro. However, one must be sure that there 
is such a choice. It is wisest to remove only 
those creatures actually caught in serious 
mischief. All too often these little wild crea- 
tures are sadly misjudged. 

The incident of the toad being swallowed 
by the snake reminds me that I one time 
wrote of a similar incident and was promptly 
brought to task because I had the toad being 
swallowed head first. Evidently the toad 
Mrs. Knox saw was being swallowed head 
first. While it is perhaps customary for 
snakes to swallow toads and frogs by engulf- 
ing the hind legs first, they do on occasion 
reverse matters. The toad I saw and the 
toad that Mrs. Knox saw may perhaps be 
merely exceptions to prove the rule. But 
certainly they were going down into the jaws 
of death head first. 


A Naturalist's Question Box. 


Mrs. E. A. Fletcher, of Massachusetts, won- 
ders if I can and will identify for her a little 
snake found in the grass. She says it was 
six to seven inches long, about as large 
around as an old-fashioned slate pencil, had 
a black back, yellow underneath, and had a 
yellow band around its neck. 

It was a harmless little serpent known as 
the ring-neck snake. It crawls about at 
night and during the day is usually found 
hiding under flat stones, pieces of bark, or 
in similar places. Fully grown, it rarely 
attains a length of more than fifteen to 
eighteen inches. It is a beautiful little ser- 
pent and should not be killed.

pression we are so apt 
to feel on dark, drizzly days 
and the cheerfulness which 
comes when the sun shines and 
the air is clear and bracing. 
And now science has found out 
that the grouches and bursts 
of high spirits which come and 
zo with the sunlight are only 
two of many surprisingly pro- 
found effects produced by the 
weather on our feelings and 
conduct. 

According to the newest scientific theories 
the weather is one of the most powerful In- 
fluences that continually play on our Iives 
and make us the kind of people we are. Not 
only sunlight or the lack of it but the fluc- 
tuations of the thermometer and. the 
barometer, the degree of humidity and the 
amount of rain or snowfall are all factors— 
and often the controlling ones—in swaying 
human behavior. 

Even the velocity of the wind on a certain 
day has the power to change the whole 
course of a person’s life. Little or no wind 
may be the cause of boys and girls failing to 
pass their examination and becoming so dis- 
couraged that they leave school long before 
they should. On the other hand, a moderate 
or high wind may supply the deciding influ- 
ence that sends a boy to the reformatory and 
starts him on a life of crime. 

The weather, it is now believed, is inex- 
tricably bound up with the destiny of every 
human being, sometimes helping him to suc- 
cess and joy, sometimes driving him to fail- 
ure and sorrow. Certain weather conditions 
can make men and women potential mur- 
derers. Others can so aggravate their de- 
spondency and disgust with life that they kill 
themselves. The weather probably has a 
great deal more to do with making people 
drink to excess than bootleggers or Dbar- 
tenders, prohibition or license, or any other 
one influence.

Have you ever become so angry that you 
felt like slapping somebody's face or perhaps 
knocking some one down with a blow from 
your fist? 

Science finds that you are more likely to 
feel and obey the impulse to inflict physical 
punishment on one of your. fellowmen on 
days when the temperature averages 85 de- 
grees. It is on such days that husbands most 
frequently raise their hands against their 
wives, women hur] rolling pins at their hus- 
bands, neighbors pull each other’s hair across 
the backyard fence and underworld thugs 
settle their grudges with blackjacks or brass 
knuckles. 

The tendency of a temperature of 85 Ge- 
grees to encourage physical violence is pretty 
well established by a comparison of the police 
records and the weather conditions in New 
York day by day over a long period of years. 
This shows that the arrests for assault and 
battery reach their maximum on days having 
a Mean temperature of 85 degrees. 

The study of these records revealed an- 
other surprising fact-—-that when the mer- 
cury rises above the 85 mark the arrests for 
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é is one of the weather conditions 
wnich tend to make boys and girls run 
away from school and be up to all sorts of 
The reason for this is believed 
to be that the motion of the air carries off 
the carbon dioxide gas which on a calm 
day would poison the children and depress 
their vitality. Science thinks that teachers 
will have much better behaved pupils if 
they give them longer recesses and more 

i on days 
when the wind or other weather conditions 

produce an excess of bodily energy 
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assault and battery take a sudden and pro- 
nounced drop. Why should this be so? Is it 
because people’s anger cools as it grows 
hotter? 

*Science thinks not. 
probable that tempers grow more and more 
irritable as the temperature rises to 86 de- 
grees and above. But while the greater heat 
makes the anger boil more hotly it also ex- 
erts an enervating effect that makes the 
average person disinclined for the strenuous 
activity of pulling hair or a fist fight. So 
most of the physical violence that would have 
kept the police on the jump if the mercury 
had continued at the 8b mark is postponed 
until it’s cooler. 

What kind of weather is marked by the 
most drunkenness? One might think it 
would be when the mercury is soaring in the 
90’s, not only because the heat makes throats 
parched and thirsty but also because it would 
seem likely to be harder for a person to 
“‘carry’’ a heavy cargo of alcohol on a scorch- 
ing day. 

But just the reverse is found to be the

‘FOREIGN LIBRARIANS 
THANK SMITHSONIAN 


Librarians from Moscow, from Tokyo, from 
England, France, Belgium, Holland, Den- 
mark and Germany have called recently at 
the Smithsonian institution to express thanks 
for the services of the institution to science, 


education and general culture in their coun-| 


tries. They declared the libraries of their 
countries to be dependent for essential rec- 
ords of many advances in science upon the 
Smithsonian’s unique policy of free distribu- 
tion of its publications to scientific bodies, 
and on its international exchange service. 

The occarion of the librarians’ visit to the 
United States was the recent fiftieth anniver- 
sary conterence of the American Library as- 
sociation. Those who called at the Smith- 
sonian subsequently included Dr. Henry 
Guffy, president of the British Library asso- 
ciation; Dr. K. Matasumoto, director of the 
Imperial Library of Japan; Mme, L. Haffkin 
Hamburger, representative of the Commissar 
of Education, Moscow; M. Eugene Morel, 
chief of the Legal Deposit of the Bibliotheque 
Nationale, Paris; M. Camille Gaspar, keeper 
of manuscripts in the Bibliotheque Royzle, 
Brussels; Dr. Oscar Thyregod, preside:i: of 
the Special Libraries association, Copenha- 
gen; Dr. Jacob ter Meulen, librarian of the 
Palace of Peace, The Hague; Dr. Hugo Krues, 
general director of the State Library, Berlin; 
Dr. Adolf Jurgens, business manager of the 
government exchange bureau, Berlin, and Dr. 
K. O. Bertling, director of the Amerika-Insti- 
tut, Berlin. 


The debt of the countries represented by 


these librarians to the Smithsonian dates 
back to the institution's beginnings in 1847, 


when its first secretary established the policy 
of free distribution to learned societies 
throughout the world of Smithsonian pubil- 
cations, as one means of insuring ‘“‘the diffu- 
sion of knowledge among men,.”’ Carried out 
on such a scale, this was a new step, and its 
service in the advance of science has been of 
immeasurable benefit. In consequence of it, 
in whatever corner of the earth—-in Borneo, 
in Siam-——groups of thinkers are organized, 
the traveler finds the green covers and golden 
torch of the various Smithsonian series hold- 
ing the place of honor on the library shelves. 
Lack of funds has greatly decreased the num- 
ber of publications issued and distributed by 
the Smithsonian in recent years, however. 

The international exchange service was the 
Smithsonian's second contribution to further 
the interchange of new ideas and discoveries. 
It soon became the channel for the distribu- 
tion of American scientific writings abroad 
and foreign scientific writings in America. 
Governments at length recognized this idea 
as 60 sound that they adopted it and enlisted 
the organization as a medium of exchange for 
their official publications. 

The Smithsonian still administers this gov- 
ernment bureau. In 1924 it sent and re- 
ceived a total of 460,658 packages of scien- 
tiflc and governmental literature. The ship- 
ments abroad went to 80 distributing agen- 
cles in 64 different countries, including Tas- 
mania and Iceland, Liberia and Latvia. In 
that same year this Smithsonian service acted 
as the receiving agency for the restocking of 
libraries destroyed in the Tokyo earthquake. 
Dr. Matasumoto on his recent visit expressed 
especially Japan's gratitude for this aid,

satisfied with one or two bracers. 

These new theorfes go a long way te ex- 
plain why on certain days ordinarily well 
behaved children suddenly become full of 


mischief, playing truant, being listless at 
their studies and up to all sorts of unruly 
pranks. 

It is believed that the amount of wind has 
an important effect on the behavior of boys 
and girls. In large cities a perfect calm or 
very little air in motion means that the car- 
bon dioxide that is being constantly poured 
into the atmosphere is not being carried off as 
lt otherwise would be. This deadly gas poi- 
sons the system and lowers the vitality so that 
children who are naturally weak are often 
unable to attend school. It slows up the pro- 
duction of body energy in the more vigorous 
youngsters, giving them no vitality to spare 
and making them more likely to be well be- 
haved than they would be on windy days. 

It is when there is enough wind to carry off 
the excess of carbon dioxide that the spirits 
of city children run highest and they become 
truants and mischief makers. On such days 
it is urged that boys and girls be given longer 
recesses and more strenuous gymnastic ex- 
ercises as an outlet for their super-abundant 
vitality. 

The fact that the suicide rate in New York 
shows a marked increase when the thermo- 
meter is at 90 degrees and when the wind is 
excessively high js not hard to understand. In 
all other respects, however, the relation be- 
tween self-destruction and weather condi- 
tions is very puzzling. 

More men and women kill themselves in 
the usually delightful month of May than at 
any other time. There are more suicides on 
bright, sunshiny days than on stormy or 
cloudy ones. 

Why is this? The most reasonable explana- 
tion yet advanced is that suicides are seldom 
committed on the spur of the moment but 
are usually long premeditated. Through a 
succession of cold, dreary days these poor 
victims of circumstances or their own folly 
hope against hope that when the sun shines 
again they will be able to find a way out of 
their difficulties. But when the warm sunlit 
‘day comes and their troubles are still just as 


burdensome as ever they are so crushed with’ 


disappointment that they promptly carry out 
the grim plan they have so long had in mind. 

These interesting new theories concerning 
the weather’s influence on us are the result 
of a painstaking investigation recently made 
by Dr. Edwin G. Dexter of the United States 
veterans’ bureau, He presents some of the 
more important of his discoveries in an ar- 
ticle on ‘“‘The Influence of the Weather on 
Human Conduct” in the Scientific Monthly. 

Dr. Dexter's interest in the subject was 
mroused some years ago by a teacher who 
asked him why {ft was that during some kinds 
of weather the children “‘cut up’’ so. He ad- 
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one is that many peo- 
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who killed herself in Florida last 
summer when the thermometer was 
at 90 degrees—the temperature at 
which so many suicides occur.

Dr. Dexter proceeded to look into the mat- 
ter. Right at the start he discovered that 
although whole libraries have been written 
by scientists about the climate’s effects on 
us nobody has ever said anything about the

ists. Shakespeare, Dickens and other famous 
authors have a great deal to say about them. 

To get at the truth of the matter Dr. Dex- 
ter began a study of the weather records for 
New York city for the past twelve years. 
With the day-by-day records of the weather 
he compared for the same period the police 
records of arrests for assault and battery, 
drunkenness and other offenses; the number 
of cases of insanity; the records of school 
attendance; the records of the behavior 
of prisoners in jails and penltentiaries; the 
records of hospitels and ,other institutions 
which might throw light on the mental and 
physical state of people.

He 
describes the simple mathematical processes 
by which he arrived at his conclusions as 
follows: 


“If one-seventh of all the days have a mean 
temperature between 60 and 65 degrees, one- 
seventh of everything that occurs should 
occur on days when the temperature is be- 
tween 60 and 66 degrees unless there is 
something peculiar to that temperature which 
makes them occur otherwise. If that be true 
for the temperature group of 60 and 65 de- 
grees, it is also true for every other tempera- 
ture group and for every other one of the 
50 or more weather groups arbitrarily 
chosen. 


“In other words, the percentage of occur- 
rences of a weather condition gives the per- 
centage of expectancy for any peculiarity of 
human conduct under that condition.’ 
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The result of Dr. Dexter’s study conclusive- 
ly shows that his teacher friend was right 
in thinking it might be the weather that 
made ordinarily well behaved children 80 
mischievious and unruly on certain days. 

How do the varying weather condit! 
influence us to such a remarkable degree? 
Dr. Dexter thinks it ja probably through the 
direct effect which they have upon the pro- 
cesses of bodily life. Women and children, 
he found, are seemingly more susceptible to 
the weather's influence than men. 

‘‘We can not change the weather,” says Dr. 
Dexter, ‘‘but we can perhaps adapt our ac- 
tivities somewhat more to its decrees, if only 
the latter be known.” 3 

By doing this he thinks that the behavior 
of school children might be improved) the

The power of the wind , Mr. Woolard says 
in Popular Sclence Mont! y, is being used up 
continually by the friction of the masses of 
air against each other anc against the surface 
of the earth. These losses, he calculates, are 
about one-thirtieth of the total power each 
hour. If the supply of energy were not 


renewed, naturally the wind would cease to 
blow.. It is:renewed by tne heat and light 
of the sun, absorbed by the atmosphere. 


The winds are described as a great heat 
engine, absorbing solar power and using it 
at a rate of some 3,000,000 horsepower, If 
some practical wind motor could be devised 
to use even one-hundredth of 1 per cent 
of the enormous wind energy, it would give 
us enough power to replace al] the engines 
and dynamos in the world.

They had done it year after year with 
not even a toothbrush in the outfit, six 


and eight months at a time without a 
Manicure. ‘Not even individual soap. 
They all had to use the same piece. 


There was old grizzled gentlemen come - 


to eat at that Barbecue that was 85 
years old and never even had a face 
massage in their lives. How they ever 
lived and existed under such unsanitary 
conditions I will never be able to know. 
They swam rivers for 20 years without 
even a bath towel. Some of them 
didn’t even know a “Putter” from a 
“branding iron.” I was raised up in the 
Cherokkee Nation and the names that 
was at that barbecue used to stock our 
country every year, and ship out in the 
fall to market. Their names were to 
me like you would look on Presidents. I 
had heard all my life of such families as 
the Pierces, the Slaughters, the Pryors, 
Wagners, Burnetts, “Windy” Scotts, 
Russells, McFadden, Saunders, Block- 
ers, Mavericks. Every business has its 
aristocracy. If you are in the Automo- 
bile business why Ford, Irskine, Willys 
and a few of those are your ideal of that 
business. But these men that I have 
named above handled thousands and 
thousands of cattle, from one State to 
another before the days of convenient 
railroads.

JOHNNY BLOCKER sent 82 thousand

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tered by those who seek to eliminate 
Vare will be the Supreme Court’s de- 
cision in the Newberry case. 


This decision states that no power 
has been given to the Federal govern- 
ment to regulate or supervise State 
primaries. It. was argued prior to the 
decision by the government that there 
was an implied power in the Federal 
government to regulate any activity of 
the citizen, which had reference to the 
election of Federal officers and _ that 
consequentiy the corrupt practices act 
of 1911, under which Newberry was 
indicted, was constitutional. 

The Supréme Court decided other- 
wise, a majority of the court holding 
that there was a clear distinction be- 
tween the election, which is a fixed and 
formal governmental process, and the 
activities of citizens in respect to such 
elections, such as the primary elections 
to select candidates, &c. 

This wipes out any contention that 
the Senate has supervisory power over 
the Pennsylvania primaries or, in other 
words, that the Senate has any vestige 
of rights to ¢hallenge the sovereign 
State of Pennsylvania’s action in elect- 
ing Vare. But some senators, bent on 
their determined purpose to make a 
political issue out of the Vare case, say 
they will interpret the decision of that 
highest tribunal in their own way. They 
will take refuge behind:the view Jus- 
tice McKenna expressed when he con- 
curred in the majority decision, but 
reserved the question as to whether 
Congress under the Seventeenth 
Amendment might enact a law giving 
supervisory powers over primaries. 

Senator Borah, who has sought to 
analyze the constitutional question 
without allowing his judgment to be 
warped by prejudice, supports the view 
taken by four members of the Supreme 
Court in the Newberry case and has 
reached the conclusion that the Con- 
gress has the power to enact legislation 
regulating primaries. He bases his con- 
clusion partly on the fact that the 
Seventeenth Amendment to the Consti- 
tution was not in force when the Cor- 
rupt Practices Act of 1911 was declared 
unconstitutional in its application to 
primary elections. Thus Borah’s con- 
tention is that the Congress could pass 
a law regulating primaries. 

But the Congress has made no at- 
tempt ‘to enact such a law since the 
Newberry case. An attempt to pass 
such a resolution may now be made 
when Congress convenes, but then it 
can hardly apply to the Vare case with- 
out being retroactive, and in any event 
the finality of the Supreme Court de- 
cision will confront those senators who 
endeavor to challenge Vare’s election. 

However, the Senate may be so swayed 
by political considerations that leaders 
of the radical element will force a dis- 
regard for all constitutional considera- 
tions and vote not to seat Vare. The 
consensus is that nothing of this sort is 
to be expected, but with the presidential 
campaign year in the offing and with 
marked lack of-restraint on the part of 
more than a few senators, anything is

This brings to mind the famous John 
Wilkes case in English history, and it 
may, not be amiss to recall the fact that 
the prosperous Pennsylvania city of 
Wilkes-Barre is named in honor of 
Wilkes’ successful battle to be admit- 
ted to parliament in the teeth of re- 
peated votes by a majority in the Brit- 
ish parliament to expel him. 

Mr. Beck in his forthcoming book makes 
telling use of the Wilkes case and regards 


it as of great influence in the constitutional 
convention. 

John Wilkes was the son of an English 
tradesman. He represented Middlesex in the 
house of commons during that time when 
George III was asserting his power and when 
a majority of thé British parliament were 
making full use of sanctity, purity and high 
morality as slogans to further their own ends. 
Lord Bute, as prime minister, established a

matter the subject of discussion with the Sec- 
retary of War and the general! staff. Clemen- 


ceau, not yet premier, in an open letter urged 
Wilson to give Roosevelt a command in the 
American army in France. The political 
maneuverings to get the glory of the war were 
on in: full swing, 

It was Wilson’s idea that in a war so terri- 
ble with its enormous cost of lives the full re- 
sponsibility for the actual fighting should be 
put upon the shoulders of a trained soldier, 
rather than a political warrior. Out of the 
Roosevelt ambition there came an unpleasant 
partisan scramble in Congress involving the 
selective draft law, the Senate adopting an 
amendment that would have permitted Roose- 
velt to raise four divisions. War preparations 
weré paralyzed for two weeks, and then a 
compromise was reached making it optional 
with the President to accept the Roosevelt 
volunteer division, After consulting with the 
allied military authorities Wilson met the 
issue squarely, deciding not to let personal 
or political considerations interfere with the 
conduct of the war by the general staff. De- 
spite the ungenerous attacks that Roosevelt 
had made on Wilson during 1915 and 1916 
the President had an admiration for Teddy’s 
grit. | 

Gen. Wood, protege of Roosevelt, also 
failed to get to France, because neither Gen. 
Pershing nor the general staff requested that 
he be sent there. Roosevelt, longing for a 
return to power, was not only a great poli- 
ticlan, but a great hater when his passions 
were roused. The vials of his wrath were 
frequently turned on Wilson. In the war 
time, however, most of the country’s Repub- 
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lican leaders followed the course of Choate 
and supported Wilson until, as the war was 
ending in the fall of 1918, he issued the 


- unfortunate call for the election of a Demo- 


cratic Congress. 
How Europe Handled Wilson. 


The shrewd politiciams of Europe saw to it 
that the President of the United States had 
a great joy ride when he came to put the 
finishing touches on his vision of everlasting 
peace. Wilson’s disgust with Republicans 
made it impossible to have Elihu Root or 
any other outstanding man of that party 
accompany him, and his attempt to name 
only those whose ‘‘minds went along’ with 
his own served to feed the opposition flames. 

It was but human that he should be car- 
ried away by the applause that the whole 
civilized world showered on him. There had 
never been any such wholesale worship. of 
any mere man. In the fullness of his glory 
and power he would show Europe that he 
could walk with kings and keep his head. 
His rebuke by the home folks when the elec- 
torate turned down his appeal for a Demo- 
cratic Congress was brushed aside, as were 
the crackling warnings of Roosevelt. 

And so0 Europe took on this confident 
idealist, and while the common people 
cheered and bowed and worshiped, the 
seasoned political warriors delayed and jug- 
gled and wore him wn. A great palace 
was provided in Paris; precious gifts were 
heaped upon the household, and the Wilson 
entourage lived in regal style. Wilson per- 
sonally wearied of the royal entertaining, but 


he never found a way to get around the 


schemes devised By clever Old World rulers 
to block his peace plans.

There is monuments to 
pretty near everybody that was ever 
drafted to kill somebody. 

Every Governor that was ever paid a 
big salary by each State for just living 
in the Mansion. But not a thing has 
anyone ever done to perpetuate some- 
thing commemorating what a Ranch- 
man or Cowpuncher has ever done. 
Texas would be in Mexico today if it 
wasent for them. Right after the war 
cattle was all they had, and no market 
or no railroad for them. These old Boys 
drove ’em north till they found markets 
and buyers, and it was through their 
efforts that the whole Northwest was 
stocked with cattle. The only revenue 
that come into this whole country for 
years was just what was brought back 
by these old “Waddies.” 

Now I don’t know what kind of co- 
operation they are getting from all the 
rest of the Southwest, but it certainly 
ought to.be plentiful, for Lord help you 
silk garter boys of today that are set- 
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ministerial newspaper which he called the 
Briton, and Wilkes set up a rival paper, The 
North Briton, in order to wage his campaign 
against the holier-than-thous and to expose 
the real inner workings of George III and 
his puppets. Wilkes made no pretext of be- 
ing a plaster saint or having a spotless record, 
but he had a vitriolic pen and called a spade 
a spade. 

Finally he went so far as to criticize the 
king’s speech in his now famous “No. 45”’ of 
the North Briton and word went forth that he 
must be crushed. Wilkes was first arrested 
on a general warrant of seizure, the same 
kind of instrument which James Otis was 
challenging in Boston. He pleaded his privi- 
lege from arrest as a member of parliament 
and he challenged the validity of the general 
warrant. The courts sustained him. . 

George [II then decided that the majority 
must expel him from parliament. It was 
found that Wilkes had imprudently printed, 
for private distribution among twelve of his 
intimate friends, an “Essay on Woman,” an 


obscene parody on Pope’s “Essay on Man.” 


Here was the opportunity ‘for the holier- 
than-thous if parliament to make. an issue. 
Parliament met on November 15, 1763, to 
take up Wilkes’ case and he was charged with 
printing a scandalous libel and after a deluge 
of clap-trap about sedition and treason, the 
motion .to expel Wilkes was put to a vote 
and carried, 273 to 111. 

In the house of lords, Lord Sandwich, an 
old rake, led the fight against Wilkes for 
printing the “Essay on Woman.” Passages 
were read and the most conspicuous of the 
libertines professed to be shocked beyond 
measure. The essay was characterized as a 

*seandalous, obscene and impious libel’’ and 
the motion against Wilkes was carried. 

Hoping to see him suffer from the humili- 
ation imposed upon him, both houses of par- 
liament ordered Wilkes to attend, but he had 
been wounded in a duel with a member of 

~ ° 
parliament and had gone to Paris to recuper- 
ate. He was expelled from the house of com- 
mons on January 20, 1763. 
nt & ” ~ 

UT this turned out to be the beginning and 

not the end of Wilkes’ battle for consti- 
tutional liberty. Although he was tried and 
convicted by the courts for libel and declared 
an outlaw, he again became the candidate for 
the county of Middlesex and was overwhelm- 
ingly elected. The determination of a ma- 
jority in parliament to nullify the right of 
Middlesex to send its own representative to 
the house of commons became an issue of 
world-wide importance. South Carolina, 
through her legislature, contributed £1,500 
for Wilkes’ campaign and it was then that 
citizens of Pennsylvania named their infant 
city Wilkes-Barre. ‘‘Wilkes and Liberty’’ 
became a British slogan. 

In his description of the scenes that fol- 
lowed, Mr. Beck, says: 

“Wilkes was overwhelmingly elected and, 
as the voters returned through the West End 
of London, every house was compelled to il- 
luminate its windows in honor of the people’s 
victory. Every carriage in the street was 
marked with No. 45, and all who would not 
shout Wilkes and liberty were beaten and in- 
sulted. Some of the voters invaded Berkeley 
square and broke the glass in Lerd Bute’'s 
stately residence, &c.’’ 

The government made no attempt to en- 
force either Wilkes’ conviction for libel or 
outlawry, but he was sentenced to 22 months 
in prison for printing ‘‘North Briton No. 45” 
and the ‘‘Essay on Woman.’’ The important 
thing for the majority in parliament and for 
the king was to again expel Wilkes. Other- 
wise, the principle that Middlesex had the 
right to choose its own. representative, irre- 
spective of the majority, would be establish- 
ed, And Wilkes was again expelled. 

But the great principle at stake had begun 
to attract great minds and friends of liberty, 
including Edmund Burke, whose support of 
the far-off American colonies was at that time 
making itself felt. Burke asked scornfully 
how the alleged offense of libel could deprive 
Wilkes. of his right of being elected to parlia- 
ment, and the question was continually raised 
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‘ special messenger: 


ting mighty pretty down here now, if it 
hadent been for these old Timers. You 
know sometimes in our satisfied ease and 
prosperity why we forget to sorter re- 
member somebody that is going on 
kinder over the brow of the hill.

These old Boys ain’t going to be with 
you long. Let them see it finished while 
they are alive. If it’s a bore to you to 
listen to their old time ways, why you 
won’t have to listen to them long. Make 
them happy for their last years. They 
have made it possible to make you happy 
for many, many years. You can cer- 
tainly give ’em that much happiness. It 
will be to the glory of your State for- 
ever. They will live longer in legend 
and story than the first herd of Fords 
that was ever driven North. The Old 
Trail Drivers Association has a purpose; 
they are not just organized to eat lunch 
away from home once a week. 

It’s getting kinder late in the after- 
noon for a lot of these old Boys, and 
they will be a-dritting them in one some 
nice high, dry, divide, to bed ‘em down 
for the night. They will be a-catching 
their night horses for the last time. 
They will be rolling their old “tarp” out 
and crawling into their old “Sougans” 
and ‘‘Parka’s,” and when they are 
waked up with a kick to go on guard by 
a Golden Slipper, instead of a shop- 
made boot, why they will roll out of 
there and face their new Range Boss, 
and when he asks them “Boys are you 
ready to go with me?” they will look 
him right in the face and never bat an 
eye and say, “We are ready to go with 
anybody that is right.”

Wilkes, from his prison at St. Georges 
fields, reassured his supporters and sent this 
message to his constituents: 

“If ministers can usurp the power of de- 
claring who shall not be your representat‘ve, 
the next step is very easy, and will follow 
speedily. It is that of telling you whom you 
shall send to parliament, and then the boast- 
ed constitution of England will be entirely 
torn up by the roots. 

“Change the word ‘ministers’ to ‘senators,’ 
‘parliament’ to ‘congress’ and ‘England’ to 
the ‘United States’ and his words will fit as a 
glove the coming crisis in the Senate,.”’ says 
Mr. Beck. 

ILKES was sent 
expelled, but in 
Middlesex triumphed 


back a fourth time and 
the end the people of 
and this became the 
great constitutional landmark of the eight- 
eenth century. It determined for all time 
the right of the people of England to be rep 
resented in parliament by people of their own 
choice. 

“There is no essential difference,’ says Mr. 
Beck, ‘‘between the John Wilkes case and 
the William S. Vare case. except that in the 
case of Wilkes, the fate of a scurrilous rascal 
was involved, who had offended the laws of 
England and who was charged with having 
traduced the ministers of the crown by libel- 
ous pamphilets.”’ 

In the case of Mr. Vare, we have a citizen 
of Pennsylvania, who has served for many 
years with credit in the House of Representi- 
tives, and against whom there is no charge 
except that in a heated contest for primary 
nomination, he had expended in educating the 
voters the sum of $75,000 and that a far 
larger sum had been spent in his behalf by 
his friends. It is not charged that Mr. Vare 
violated any 'aw of the State of Pennsylvania 
or of the United States. If he did he could 
be indicted, and if found guilty, punished 
under tha laws of the State. In that event 
he would have a fair trial under the rules of 
law, 

“The expulsion of Vare, to please the clam- 
orous minority who demand it, would be a 
fatal backward step in our history. It would 
indubitably show that the people of the 
United States in 1926 were not as capable of 
constitutional government, as were the people 
of England in 1769, when against the power 
of the crown and a corrupt majority of the 
house of commons the brave electors of Mid- 
dlesex successfully maintained their right to 
select their own representative in parlia- 
ment.’’

Theodore Roosevelt. 
(Honorable Mention.) 


We, as American citizens, should be proud 
io have had such a President as Theodore 
Rooseyelt. Although many of us did not have 
the opportunity of seeing him in hig/ life, he 
was an excellent example of leadership. He 


was enthusiastic about the welfare of his 


country and his people, human in his consid- 
eration of right and wrong and blessed with a 
sympathetic nature.. 

Our twenty-sixth President was born in 
New York city, 1858, and was the son of 
Theodore and Martha Roosevelt. He was a 
prominent man in his day and age, graduated 
from Harvard university at the age of 18, 
pecame a student of law, and was elected a 
member to the New York legislature. 

Little did he dream, while raising cattle 
on a North Dakota farm a few years later, 
that he would become the leader of a mighty 
nation. 

He was appointed a member of the United 
States civil service commission by Presi- 
dent Harrison, but resigned two years later to 
accept the presidency of the police commission 
in New York city.: After being selected As- 
sistant Secretary of Navy by President Mc- 
Kinley and resigning shortly after, he became 
governor of New York. 

He had now reached the height of his 
career, for in two years, 1898, he was unani- 
mously elected Vice President of the United 


= States and succeeded to the Presidency, of 


which honor he was indeed worthy. 

Besides giving his time to his people as 
their leader and chief advisor, he contributed 
much to American literature. He was an 
enthusiastic hunter of big game and led an ex- 
pedition to East Africa. This expedition 
brought back as its trophies many rare faunal 
‘specimens which it contributed to national 
museums. 

The nation lost one of God’s great men at 
his death in 1919.
